To which fome replyed, That the Soils of 
Men were Immortal, and that ſome of them after their releaſe 
from the Body, lived in Heaven, and others were condemned to 
Hell. as we ave taught from the Writings of the Prophets and 
Apoſtles; but he replyed, and ſwore, He did ievetha 
Sou! did ſurvive the Body, but that Heaven and Hell wergmerr 
Fables, invented by the Prieſts to get monty; and as for bis 
part, he would ſell bis Soul to any who would buy its Then 
Gone of his Companions took up the Cup, and ſaid, Sell 
ine rhySoul for this Cup of Wine, which he conſented 
to, and drank itoff: Now the Devil himſelf was there in 
the ſhape of a man (as he 15 commonly not far from fach 
Debauchees)who bonghr it again of the other man ar the 
fame price; and ſoon after peremptorily demanded his 
Soul ; the whole company affirming 1t was fit he ſhould 
have it, fince he bought 1t, not knowing who it was that 
asked it : But on a ſudden this Infernal Merchant laid 
hold of this wretched Soul-Seller, and carried him into 
the Air before them all, roward his own Hahitation, to 
the great aſtoniſhment and amazement of the SpeQa- 
Qors, and was never after heard of; but no queſtion 
found to his coſt that men had Souls, and that Hell was 
no Fable, contrary to his prophane and ſentlefs Opinion.

II. Not inferiour to the former was the Impiety of 
one not many years fince in this Nation, called 3ſy!in, a 
Scholar by Profeſſion, brought up from his Yourh-1n the 
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Univ... >=tridge, and afterwards a (currilous Poet, 
and Play-maker, who giving the Reins to his Wit and 
Fancy, ran into ſuch Extreams, that hedemied God, and 
Jeſus Chriſt, and blaſphemed the Trinity, not onely in 
words, but as it is credibly reported, writ Books againſt 
it, affirming our Saviour to be a Deceiver, and Moſes a 
Seducer of the People, andthe holy Scriptures to be bur 
vain and idle Stories, and all Religion to be only a Po- 
lirick Chear and Device: But Heaven, by an eminent 
Jacgment, ſtopt the mouth of this Blaſphemer 3 for 16 
1ppened, that as he intended to have ſtab2eda perſon, 
whom._he had malice againſt, the other percerving 1t, 4- 
voided the ſtroke; and withal catching hold of his writ, 
he ſtahHed 1n his own Dagger into his own head, which 
wounded him in ſuch a terrible manner, that notwith- 
ſtanding all the help of Chirurgery, he died ſoon after, 
and thar in a very fad condition ; for he curſed and.blaſ- | 
phemed to the laſt gaip ; and his laſt breath paljed our 
of his body with an horrid Oath, to the terrour” of, all 
that beheld him ; and herein did the Divine Juſtice 
remarkably appear, in that his own hand which had 
written thoſe Blaſphemies, was made an.Inſtrument ro 
puniſh that head and brain, which had wickedly deviſed.

IV. Another of our own Nation 1s not to be over 
paſſed, who for Atheiſm may be compared to the for- 
mer, and for God's ſevere [udgment upon him, may 
give place to none : It was a Gentleman 1n Bark-(hive, 
whoſe Name I forbear to mention ; This man hid a 
great Eſtate, but wasan open Scofter, and Contemn-r © 
all Religion; a profeſt Atheiſt, and a Scorner of te 
Word and Sacraments, inſomuch that I have hezr1 it 
very c1edibly reported, that being Witneſs to tFe B1p- 
tizing of a Child, he would needs have it named Beel-} 
222th. He was hkewiſe given to all manner of Deban- 
chery, kceping ſeveral notorious Strumpers openly in 
his Houſe, 7; Sa ſhame : He was ſo accuſtored to 
Swearing, that he could ſcarce ſpeak without an Oath. 
This miſerable Man (or rather Brute) having contirn?d 
long in this damnable courſe of life, ar laſt Divine Ven- 
geance found him out, for going one day a hunting with 
one of his Companions : As they were diſcouri nz of 
divers Idle Storics, 1t pleaſed Almighty God to ſirike 
him with fudden death; for falling ſuddenly on the 
Crupper of his Horſe, backward, he was taken off ſtark 
dead, with his Tongue hanging our of his Mouth, in a 
very fearful manner, and became a terrible Example of 
God's Juſtice againſt all vicked Atherſts.

Inthe'\ an 
Arrian Biſhop, called Olympius, being in the Baths of 
Carthage, openly ſcofted, and blaſphemed rhe Holy and 
Sacred Trinity; bur Lightning fell down from Heaven 
npon him three times,wherewith he was burnt and con- 
ſumed to Aſhes. There wasallſo in the time of Alphonſus, 
King of Aryagonand Sicily, in an Iſle toward Africa, a 
certain prophane Hermite, called Antonizs, who impuzy 
dently and impiouſly belched out blaſphemous ſpeeches 
againſt our Bleſſed Saviour, and the Virgin Mary his 
Mother, but he was ſtruck with a moſt grievous and tor- 
menting Diſeaſe, ſothat he was eaten and gnawn to ple- 
ces with Worms till he died, #neas Syluins. 

'X, Neither hath Divine Vengeance left itſelf without 
witneſs againſt Curſers, and thoſe who by denying God 
give themſelves to the Devil ; as may plainly appear .y 
the following dreadful Examples. A Souldier travelling 
through Marcia, a Country of Almaign,and finding him- 
{elf nor well, went to an Inn, where he lay, to recover 
his health, and delivered to his Hoſteſs a certain ſum of 
money, which he had about him : A while after being 
recovered of his Sickneſs, he demanded his money 
again, but the Woman, upon conſultation with her Huſ- 
band, denied the receipt of any, and accuſed him of 
wronging her, in demanding what ſhe never received : 

. "On the other fide, the Souldier was much enraged, ac- 
cufing her of cheating him ; when the Man of the Houſe 
heard the noiſe, though he was privy to all before, yet 
he difſembling the matter, rook his Wife's par, and 
thruſt the Souldier out of doors; who ſeeing | 1mſelf 
thus abuſed, drew his Sword, and ran againſt the coor 
w1t:1 the point thereof, wherecat the Hoſt began to cry 
cut, T hizves, Thieves, affirming, that he would have en- 
tred his Houſe by force, and have robbed him 3 where- 
upon the poor Souldier was taken, and caſt into Prifon, 
and by proceis of Law, was ready to be condemned to 
death ; but the very day wherein this heavy Sentence 
was to be pronounced, and Executed, the Devil entred 
into the Priſon, and told the Souldier, That he p -= 
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dc. dye; nevertheleſs, if be would give hinſelf, Body 
and Soul to him, he would promiſe to deliver him out of their 
hands : The Priſoner replyed, That he had rather aye, 
being innocent, and without cauſe, than to be delivered upon 
th at account. The Devil then repreſented to him the 
great danger of death wherein he was, and uſed all man- 
ner of craft to delude him ; but finding all his Argu- 


&: ments uneffeual, he a: lcngth left his ſuit, bur yer pro- 
* miſed him Hoth afliſtance,and revenge upon his Enemies 


for nothing; adviſing him when he came to Is Tryal, 
he ſhould plead not guilty, and declare his innocence, 
and the wrong which he ſuffered, and to entrear the 
Judge to grant him the favour, T hat one in 4 Blew Cay, 
who was in the Court, might make his Def ence for him; (now 
this one in the Blew Cap, was the Devil himſelf.) The 
Souldier accepted his offer, and being called ro the Bar, 
and Indifted of Felony, he preſently defired to have his 


- Artoraey, whowas there preſent, to plead his Cauſe 


which being granted him, this witty crafty Lawyer be- 
gan very cenningly to defend his Client, attrming him, 
To bave been falſly accuſed, and conſequently would be un- 
14ftly condemned, and that his Hoſt did withhold the money, 
aud had offered him violence 3 and to demonſtrate the Truth 
of what he aſſerted, he reckoned up every Circumſtance 
of the whole Aftion ; yea the very place where they 
had hid they money. The Hoſt on the other fide yery 
impudently denied all, wiſhing withal, That the Dewuil 
might tabe him Body and Soul if he had : This ſubtil At- 
torney in the Blew Cap, frnding now the advani 
which he had hitherto looked for, left off his pleading, 
and immediarely ſeizing upon the Hoſt, carryed him 
our of the Sefſions-Houte, and hoiſted him into the Air 
ſo high, that he was never after ſeen nor heard of. And 
thus was the Souldier wonderfully delivered from 
death,'o the aſtoniſhment ofall the Beholders,who were 
Ey: -w.taefles of this terrible Judgment upon this per- 
jured, Earfing Hoſt.

ſooner uttered, but the Devil, whom he had called for 
ſo oft, was at his Elyow, who preſently ſtrangled him, 
and carryed him away with him. 

Fohn Wierzs gives an Account alfoto this purpoſe, That 
in the year 1531. at Megalopole, near Voildſtat, it hap- 
pencd, that the People being drinking and carouſing at 
W hitſuntide, a Woman 1n the company commonly na- 
med the Devil in her Oaths, till he that had been cal- 
led upon ſo often, came on a ſudden, and carried her 
thorow the Gare aloft into the Air, before all the com- 
pany who ran out iti great aſtoniſhment, to ſee whether 

would tranſport her, and obſerved her hanging in 
the Air without the Town; and then falling down on 
the ground, they found her ſtark dead. Wierus. 

XII. The fame Author athrms, That abour this time 
there dwelt in a City of Savoy, a man who was ofa very 
vicious converſation, and likewiſe a monſtrous Swearer, 
who put many good men to much fruitleſs pains 1n ad- 
monithing and reproving him for his wicked behaviour ; 
for he would give no car to them, nor in the leaſt re- 
form his waies; now 1t happened that the Plague was 
in the City, and he ws infe&ed therewith ; and there- 
fore himſelf, his wife & kinſwvoman withdrew themſelves 
apart into a Garden-houſe that he had; = in this his 
Extremity did not the Miniſters forſake him, but con- 
tirmally exhorted him to Repentance, and to diſcover 
to him his grievous Offences; bur he was ſo far from 
being moved with theſe Religious Admonitions, that 
he ſeemed daily more and more to harden himſelf mm 
his 1ll courſe cf life; therefore haſtening his own de- 
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1: a-2, it happened one day as he was fivearing, de- 
nying God, and giving him/elf tothe Devil, and calling 
for him with horrid vchemency ; behold the Devil ap- 
peared, and ſuddenly ſnarching him up, carryed him 
into the Airz his wife and kinſv.oman locking 02, and 
ſeeing him tly over their heads : In this his ſwift tran 
portation, his Cap fell off his Head, and was found , at 
Roſne, but himſelf was never after ſeen, nor heard of, 
The Magiſtrate being advertiſed hereof, came to tl e 
place where he was taken up, to be better informed-of 
the Truth, and took the Depoſitions of the two Women 
upon Oath, of whar they had ſeen. By this we may ſte 
the terrible, yet juſt Vengeance of Gcd upon ſuch 
Wretches; and it may be a warning to thofe who are 
ſo inſpired by Satan, thar they cannot ſpeak but they 
muſt name him, who 1s both an Enemy to Ged and 
Man. inſtead of commencing themſelves to God, and 
praying for his Grace and Afliftance. John Wierics deSpirit. 
XII. Martin Luther in his Tavle-talk mentions this 
Remarkable Hiſtory : There was a Popiſh Prieft, who 
had formerly been a Proteſtant, and Apoſtatized to Po- 
pery, as Adam Budiſſina teſtes : This Prieſt thunder- 
ed out moſt birter curſes againſt Lathe 1n the Pulpit, 
Preaching at a Town called Ruthnerwald; and among 
the reſt he wiſhed, T hat if Luther's Dofrine weve true, a 
Thunderbolt might firibe him to death; Now about three 
daies after there aroſe a mighty Tempeſt with Thunder 
and Lightni:g, whereat this curſed Prieſt was extream- 
ly afraid, his guilty conſcience accuſing him, that he 
had ſpoxen falſly and malicicully againſt the Truth, and 
thereupon he ran with all ſpeed into the Church, and 
there fell to his Prayers before the Altar ; but the Ven- 
geance of Heaven found out his Hypocrifie ; for he was 
there ſtruck with Lightning ; il jeraner they with 
much difhculty recovered life in him, yet as he wzs led 
homeward through the Church-yard, another flaſh fell 
upon him in ſuch a manner, that he was burnt from the 
crown of the head, to the ſole of the foor, as black as a 
Shoe,dying with a manifeſt mark of Divine Juſtice upon 
mm, Lathers Col. Mins XIV. Theoe- 
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XIV. T heodorus Beza gives an Acecunt of twe © thle 
Inſtances ofthe ſeverity of God's Judgment upon a Cur - 
ſer, anda Perjured Perſon, of his own knowledge. I 
knew, ſaid he, a man in France, of good underſtanding, 
well inftrutted 'n Religion, and a Maſter of a Family, 
who in his anger curſing, and bidding th2 Devil take 
one'of his Children, had preſently his wiſh anſwered ; 
for his Child was immediately poſſeſſed with an Evil 
Spirit,from which, though by the fervent and continual 
Prayers of good Chriſtians, he was at length relcaſed,yet 
ere he had fully recovered himſelf, he died. The like 
we read to have happened to a Woman, whom her 
Huſband in great rage devoted with bitter Curſes to the 
Devil, upon which Saran 1mmediately aflaulted her, 
and robbed her ofher Wits, fo that ſhe could never be 
recovered. Another Example, faith he, happened not 
far from hence, even 1m this Country, upon a Perjurer, 
who forſwore himſelf, intending thereby to prejudice, 
and deceive another; but he had no ſooner made an 
end of his falſe Oath, ere a grievous Apoplexy ſeized 
upon him ; ſo that withour ever ſpeaking one word 
more, he ſoon after miſerably died. Bea, Homilize. 
» XV. Strange and terrible is that which happened a: 
N#burg in Germany, to a Son who was curſed by his Mo- 
ther in her Anger, wiſhing, and praying to God that 
ſhe might never ſee him return alive ; which accord- 
mply happened; for rhe ſame day che young man 
bathing himſelf in the Water, was drowned, and never 
returned to his Mother alive, according to her ungodly 
with. Theat. Hiſt. Henry Earl of Schwartzenburg, through 
a corrupt cuſtom, uſed commonly to wiſh he might be 
drowned ina Privy ; and as he w1ſhed, fo it happened 
to him; for in the year 1149. he being in St. Peter” 
Cloiſter, in the Ciry of Erford, with Frederick Empe- 
rour of Germany; the Emperour had occafion to go to 
the Privy, whither he was followed by ſome of his 
Nobles, and Schwartzenbourg, among the reft, when ſud- 
denly the-floor that was under them began to fink, the 
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4;n&9w, whereat he hung by the hands till ſome came 
and ſuccoured him ; ſome of the Gentlemen fell to the 
bottom, ard were drowned; and amoneſt others, this 
Henry, Earl of Schwartzznburge Wanley Hiſt. Man. A young 
Courtier at Mansfield uſed upon any earneſt afſeveranon 
to ſay, The Devil tabe me if it be not ſo, and the Devil 1n- 
deed rook him while he flepr, and threw him our of 
an high window, where, through by God's good Pro- 
vidence, be eſcaped with his lite 3 yet he learnt by ex- 
perience to bridle his Tongue from all ſuch curſed 
ſpeeches; this being but ataite of God's Divine Wrath, 
which hath happened upon ſuch Wretches as y,e. Cyria 
SPangen, 

XVI. Inthe year 1557. the day before G%ad-Friday, 
at Forchenum in Germany, there was a certain Prieſt who 
was crooked in body and mind, through Age, and 1 
nature; ard likewiſe ſo infirm, that he could not go 
but upon Crutches, yet he would needs be carryed up 
into the Pulpit to Preach a Sermon ; his Text was 1n 
the Eleventh Chaptcr of the firſt Epiſtie to the Corin- 
thians, from whence he took occaſion to defend the 
Maſe and other Errcurs of the Papiſisz and then break- 
ing forth into a race, he uttered theſe or the like blaſ- 
phemous ſpeeches; Oh Paul, Paul. If thy Dodtrine 
touching the Receiving of the Sacrament in both binds be 
true; and if it be a wicked thing to Receive it otherwiſe, 
then would, the Devil might tabeme 3 and then turning to 


the Peop'e, heſaid, If the Pope's Doftrine concirning this 


Point be not true, thn am I the Devil's Bondſlavt z neither do 


T fear to pawn my Soul upon it : Theſe, and mai.y other 
horrible words he ufed, till the Devil came indeed 
tran formed 1nto the ſhape of a all black mar, terrible 
of countenance, ar.d before him there was ſuch a fear- 
ful noiſe and wind, that the People were afraid the 
Church would have fallen on tt eir heads;bur without do- 
ing the leaſt hurt to any of the reſt, he only took away 
the Old Prieſt, his Devoted Bond(lave, and carryed him 
ſo far, that he was never heard of. The Biſhop of Ru- 
genſtine's Brother hardly eſcaped kis hands ; for he ame

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t fetch him, but he defending him(eif with his 
Sword, wounded his own body, . and very narrowly 
ſaved his ſife. After this, there were many Viſcons ſe.n 
about the City, as Armies of Men ſeeming ready to en- 
ter and ſurprize them, ſo that happy was he who could 
ſecure himſelf in a corner. Art another time the like 
noiſe was heard mm the Church, while they were Bapti- 
Zing a Child, aud all this for the abominable curſing and 
blaſphemy of the prophane Prieſt. Beards Theatre. 
XViT. At Offer, a Village 1n Germany,there happened a 
moſt ſtrange and fearful Judgment upon a Woman wh.o 
gave her ſelf to the Devil, both Body and Soul, ard 
uſed horrible Curſings and Oaths both againſt her ſelf 
and others, which deteſtable Cuſtom ſhe pra&iſed upon 
all occaſions, but more eſpecially at a Marriage in that 
Village upon St. John Baptiſt's day; and though the 
whole company exhorted her to leave off that mon- 
ſtrous Villany, yet ſhe would not be perſuaded, but con- 
tinued therein till all the People were ſet at Dinner,and 
very merry; when the Devil having got full poſſeſſion 
of her, ſuddenly appeared, and raking her away ! efore 
them all, tranſported her into the Air with moſt hor- 
rible out-cryes and roarings; and in that manncr he 
carryed her round about the Town, fo that the Inhabi- 
tants were ready to die for fear; and ſoon after tore 
her body into four pieces, leaving a quarter of her 1n 
the four ſeveral high-wates, that all who came by 
might be witneſſes of her puniſhment; and then re- 
turning to the Marriage, he threw her bowels upon the 
Table Yefore the Mayor of the Town, with theſe words; 
Bebold theſe Diſhes of Meat belmg to thee, whom the libe d:- 
firuftion awaiteth, if thou doſt not amend thy wicked life. 
The Reporters of this Hiſtory were John Heyman, the 
Miniſter of that Town, with the Mayor himſelf, and al 
the Inhabitants, they being defirous to have 1t known 
for Exanples ſake. Beay1s Theatre. | 
XVIII. Moſt dreadful 1s that Relation of Johannes 
Fincelivs That in 1553. near Bellifna, a City 1n Hel- 
wetia, there were three prophane Wretches that played 
at 
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at Dice upon the Lord's Day, without the Walls of the 
City, one of whom called Ulrick Scheterus, having loſt 
much Money, and ' offended God by many curſed 
ches; at laſt expe&ing a/good caſt, he brake forth 
into this horrible. and blaſphemous ſpeech, If fortune de 
ceive me now, Twill thruſt my Dagger into the very Body of 
God as far as T can; and the caſt miicarrying, he 1imme- 
diately drew kis Dagger, and threw it uv againſt Hea- 
ven with all his ſtrength, when behold the Dagger va- 
niſhed out of Fghr, and five _—_ blood fell upon 
the Table in the midſt before them, and immediately 
the Devil came, and carryed away this blaſphemous 
Wretch, with ſuch a fury and noiſe, that the whole Ci- 
ty was amazed, and aſtoniſhed therear ; rhe other two 
half diſtraked with fear, ftrove with all their might to 
wipe away the drops of blood from the Table, but all 
in vain; for the more they wiped them, the more 
clearly they appeared. The rumour of this dreadful 
Accident ſoon flew into the Ciry, and multitades flock- 
cd tothe place, where they found rhe two other Game- 
ſers waſhing the Board, whom by Order of the Senate 
they bound in Chas, and carryed toward the Priſon; 
but by the way; as they were goingthorow the Gate of 
the City, one of them was ſuddenly ſtruck dead, with 
fuch a number of Lice, and Worms creeping out of 
him, as was wonderful and loathſom ro behold : The 
Third, to avert the Divine Indignarion which ſeemed to/ 
hang over their heads, the Citizens, without any fur- 
ther Inquiſition or Tryal, pur preſently ro death: The 
Table, with the ſpots of blood thereon, was taken, and 
reſerved as a Monument of this fearful Judgment of the 
Almighty.

with the Holy Ghoſt; then Coppinger asked what his 
pleaſure was ro command them; Go, faith he, and pro- 
claim in the City, that-Jeſus Chriſt is come with his Fan in 
bs hard, to judge the Earths, and if they will not believe you, 
tet then" come and kill me if they can : Copinzer anſwered, 
That it ſhould be don2 and thereupon he and Arthing- 
toz ran 1mnediately into the Streets, and proclaimed 
their Meſſage 3 and when by reaſon of the confluence of 
People, they could gono furcher, they got up into two 
empty Carts in Cheapſg4e, crying, R-'pent, Repent, for Feſies 
Chriſt is come to Fudge the World : And fo pul'ing a Paper 
our of their boſoms, they read out of 1: many things 
touching the Calling and Office of Hack:t ; as how he 
repreſeated Chriſt, by raking part of his glorified Bo- 
dy, &c. They likewiſe called themſelves the Prophets, 
one of Juſtice, and the other of Mercy. The Citizens 
being amazed atthem, took Hachzt, and . carryed him 
before a Juſtice of Peace, who after Examination, .com- 
mitted him to Priſon 3 and at the Seſſions being found 
guilty of Sedirion, and ſpeaking Traiterous words 4- 
gainſt the Queen, he was condemned, and hanged on a 
Gibbet in Cheapſ7de, uttering horrible Blaſphemy againſt 
the Majefty of God. Coppinger died the next day in 
Bridewell; and Arthington afterward made a publicx Re- 
cantation. Thus the Curſe of Hacket happened to him 3 
for a viſible confuſion came upon him, according to 
his wiſh.

to bring him back again thorow the Air, and put him 
thorow a little window, into a Chamber in his Fathers 
Houſe, where after much ſearch and grief for- him, he 
was found in this pitiful condition, and almoſt diſtrated 
with fear : And thus, though they had not power to 
to deprive him of his life, as they have done to others; 
yet God ſuffered them to affi1& the Parents in the Son, 
to warn them to forbear ſuch horrid wickedneſs. But 
above all, that is moſt remarkable which happened in a 
the Town of Miſma in the year 1552, Sept. 11. wherea 
paſſionate Father obſerving his Son to be (Mack m his 
buſineſs, wiſhed He might never ſtir from the place, which 
he had no fooner (poken, but his Son ſtuck faſt indeed; 
nor could by any means poſſible be removed, no not 
ſo much as to ſit or bend his Body, till by the Prayers 
of good Chriſtians his pains were mitigated, chough not 
remitted ; three years he continued ſtanding, with a 
poſt at his back, for his caſe ; and four years fitring; 
at the end whereof he died; nothing weakened in his 
underſtanding, but profeſling the Faith, and not doubt- 
ing of his Salvation through Jeſus Chriſt : When he 
was demanded at any time how he did, his Anſwer ufa- 
al:y was, T ht he was faſtened of God, and that it was not 
in Man but the Mercy of God only muſt releaſt him.

Hat there are really Magicians, Conjurers, and 
Witches, who have commerce, and familiarity 
with evil Spirits, 1s fo clear, and plain, both from holy 
Scripture, Councils,Canon&:CivilLaws in allNations,that 
none but thoſe Atheiſts who would endeavour to per- 
ſaade themſelyes there are no Spirits, and conſequently 
no other Life after this, ever demied it, but ſmce the re- 
ality of this converſe with Demons, and their appearan- 
ces, and Poſſeflions has been fo clearly demonſtrated 1n 
former Ages, but eſpecially in this, by perſons of moſt 
acute judgment and Learning, wherein they have fully 
anſwered all Objetions to the —_— I ſhall not now 
ingage in the leaſt in the controverſy, but ſhall only give 
an account of the miſerable deaths of ſome Perſons 
mentioned in Hiſtory, who were concerned in theſe cur- 
ſed Arts, and likewiſe of ſome remarkable Apparittons, 
and ations of evil Spirits, and their taking poſſefiion of 
the Bodies of ſeveral Perſons, and tormenting them; 
with ſeveral other ſtrange Feats, and 1!lufions of Saran, 
as I have colleted them from very credible and appro- 
ved Authors; together with the danger of thoſe who are 
ſo vainly curious in knowing future events, as to enquire, 
or aſk Counſel of any of theſe Sorcerers, which 1s fo 
ſtritly forbid in the Law of Moſes.

\I. Farelus writes, that a certain Sicilian called 
Lyodor, a moſt notorious Magician, got himſelf great 
repute 1n the City of Catania, by his wonderful Illu- 
ſons, for he ſeemed by the Extraordinary working of 
his Charms and Spells, to transform Men 1nto brute 
Beaſts, and to beſtow upon all things elſe ſuch form and 
likeneſs as himſelf pleaſed ; and by general Report he 
drew to him as ſoon & as eafilyPerſons th: t were diſtant 
from thence many daies Journey, as thoſe that were mn 
the ſame Place ; he did alſo many injuriesand ſhameful 
outrages to the Citizens of C at ania 3 ſo that the common 
People hewitched with a fearful and falſe Opinion fell 
to worſhipping ef him ; and when for his wicked deeds 
he was condemned to die, he by virtue of his Charms 
eſcaped out of the Hangmans hands, cauſing himfelf to 
be carryed in the Air by Devils from Catania to Con- 
flantinople,and after that brought back- again from thence 
into Sicilia: This made him admired of all the People, 
who imagining the Divine Power was laid up in him, 
they ran 1nto an horrible Errour, offering him Divine 
Honour : Bur at laſt Lz, Biſhop of Catania, inſpired 
with a ſudden Zeal, laid hands on this Devilſh Magi- 
cian in anopen place before all the People, and cauſed 
him tobe caſt alive into an hor burning Furnace, where 
he was conſimed to Aſhes. Schotus Phil. Curiof. 

VIE. In the vear 1558. in a Village near to Thena in 
Germany, a certain Magician being inſtruted by the De- 
vil, inthe Compoſition of divers Herbs, reftored many 
to their 'Healths : he had daily commerce with Evil 
Spirits, and uſed their Counſels in the curing of Diſ- 
eaſes ; but it happened that there was ſome difference 
betwixt him, a1d a Neighbour of hisa Carpenter, who 
lo exaſperated him by ſome urging words, thatin few 
dates after he cauſed the poor Carpenter by his Magical 
Arts, to fall into a grievous Diſeaſe : The poor Carpen- 
ter ſent for this Magician, and entreated. him to velp 
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him in his extremity ; the Magician under pretence of 
friendſhip, though with inward defign of revenge gave 
him- a Potion compoſed of fuch venemous Hearbs and 
Roots, that the man by taking it,ſoon after died ; where- 
upon the CarpentersWife accuſed the Magician of mur- 
dering her Huſband, and the cauſe is heard before the 
Senate of Th2na, who upon examination of all circum- 
ſtances cauſed him to confeſs the murder, and many o- 
ther villanies; for which he was faſtned to a ſtake, and 
burnt todeath. Beards Theat re. . 

— VIIT. Detrio inhis Magicaldiſcourſes gives this Rela- 
tion. Two Magicians met together 1n the ern of En- 
glands Court, asI have it from unqueſtioned witneſſes; 
theſe two agreed, that in any one thing they ſhould in- 
fallibly obey one another; the one therefore commands 
the other to thruſt his head out of the Cafem. of a Win- 
dow which he had no ſooner done, but a large pair of 
Stags Horns, were ſeen planted on - his forehead, to the 
great pleaſure of the Spe&tators, who joked upon him 
with a thouſand abuſes, and mocks he reſenting the dif- 
grace, and thirſting after revenge, when his turn came 
to be obeyed, he with a Charcoal drew the Lineaments 
of a man upon the wall, and then . commanded the 
ſame Magician to ſtand under that PiQure, that the 
wall ſhould immediately give place to receive himz the 
other apprehenſive: of the extream danger he was 11, 
began to beſeech him that he would $xcuſe him, but the 
other abſolutely refuſed, being therefore compelled, he 
ſtands under it, and then the wall ſeemed to open, and.

The ſameAuthors ſets down anotherRelation as a mat- 
ter ofundoubted truth;a notable Conjurer, for a tryal of

IX. There wasa young man at Friburg in Germany, 
who by the help of a Magician, hoped to enjoy a young 
woman whom he earneſtly loved; the Devil appeared 
tohim inthe likeneſs of the ſame Maid, and the young 
man putting forth his hand without the inchanted Cir- 
cle to imbrace her, waspreſently grafped of the wicked 
Spirit, who cruſhed him againſt a wall, and made the 
pieces ofhim fly every way round about, and caſt the 
remainder of the dead body fotorn in pieces at the 
Conjurer, who therewith fell down in the place much 


' bruiſed, and not able to ſtir from thence, till ſome hear- 


Inga cry and noiſe ran to him, took himup, and car- 
ried him away half dead. Camerarins Ox. Sul Bladud 
the Son of Lud, King of Brittain ay called England) 
who as our late Hiſtories report, built the City of Bath 
and likewiſe made the Baths therein ; this King addift- 
ed himſelf ſo much to the deviliſh Art of Necromancy; 
that he wrought wonders thereby, inſomuch that he 
made himſe{f wings,and attempted tofly ( as it 15 related 
of Dedal:es ) but the Devil, who was alwaies a deceiver 
forſook him in his flight, ſo thathe fell down,and broke 
his neck. Beards Theatre. Philip Melanfinon reporteth 
thathhe had an account from two men of good credit, 8

All the while the Devi] 
taunted Mr. Peireazds Houſe, God ſuffered him not to 
co the leaſt hurt either to their Perſons or Goods, 

This is a brief Account of ſome particulars, the Nar- 
rative whereof was drawn up more at large by Mr. Per- 
1:44 hnmſelf, a Reverend and Religious Divine, and is 
arcefted by ſo many, and thoſe ſuch credible Witneſſes, 
as the Truth of 1t cannot rationally be queſtioned by 
AuYs 

Confidering therefore the notablePranks played by the 
Devi! and hisDiſciples,it might ſeem ſtrange that there 1; 
no more hurt done in tke world, did we not remem:- 
ter that their Power, and that of their Black Maſter 
tumſelf alfors fo hnited and reſtrained by a Superiouw 
tiand of Goodneſs, that he cannot perform what Is ma- 
itce would prompt him to commit ; and for thoſe whe 
are refolvea not to- bcl:eve +( or at-icaſt pretend not ro

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belicve) that there are Spirits,or any ſuchApparitions or 
Poſſethons as we have before rclated,becaute they have 
neither ſeen, nor been ſenf:ble of any ſuch matrer,[ ſhall 
conclude with this ſhort but True Acccunt.

Iſtorians have made obſervation, that there have 
ſeldom been any remarkable Revolutions in the 
Fortunes: of conſiderable Places or Perſons, but thar 
there were certain Previous Preſapes, and Prefignifica- 


tions ther.of : And though ſome of them may ſeem . 


to 52 only caſualand accidental, and afterwards adapted 
tothe occaſion by the Ingenuity of others; yet there 
Want not many notableInſtances of ſuchas may icem .t0 
be ſent on purvoſe from Heaven withno obſcure inti- 


marions of what Divinc Providence was about to bring

happened. 

It is Iikewife very obſervable, that when men who fir 
in the Place of God, ſh:!l through corruption or malice 
wilfully prevaricate, and knowingly and preſumptuouſly 
opprels the —_— - " cales the ſupream Judge 
oftentimes reſerves on of the cauſe to be made 
at his own Bar ;and thereupon hath inſpired the injured 


Perſons to give their Oppreſſors a ſummons of Appea- 


rance, which they have not beenable to avoid, though 
they have ſometimes been told of the Aﬀixed daies 
wherein their Deſtiny ſhould happen : Of both theſe 
kinds we ſhall briefly recite ſeveral very wonderful Ex- 
amples from Authors of undoubted Reputation. | 

I. Joſephus ſets down this as a Prodigy preſaging the 
DeſtruSion of the Jews z There was, faith he, one eſs 
the Son of Ananias, a Country-man of mean Birth, who 
four years before the Siege of 7eraſalem(at a time when 
all was in deep Peace and Security )coming up according 
to the Cuſtom,to the Fea{? of the Tabernacles. began upon 
a ſudden to cry out and ſay, A Voice from the Eaſt,a Voice 
from the Weſt,a Voice from the four Winds, a Voice againſt Je- 
ruſalem, and the Temple, a Voice againſt Bridegrooms and 
Bredes,a Voice againfs all the People:Thus he went abour all

the narrow Lanes, crying night and day ; and being ap-' 


| -—<ommny and ſcourged, heſtill continued the fame 
anguage, evenunder the very ſtrokes, without any 
other word; whereupon they ſuppoſing it ſome Divine 
Motion (as in deed it was) brought him before the Re- 
man Pretet; and being by his command again wound- 


ed with whips, and his fleth torn to the bones,he neither: 


ſhedone tear, nor entreated for mercy; but to every 
blow 1n a moſt lamentable, mournful tone cryed out, 
Wo, Wo to Jerufalem : This he continued to do til] the 
time ofthe Siege, even for ſeven years together; and 
arlaſt to this common ſaying of, Wo to the City, tn: 
People,the Temple 8c.he added. Woe likewiſe to myſelf, and 
unmediately a ſtone from. the Battlements fell down

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upon him, and killed him. 7oſephvs Hiſt. Jews, lib. 7. 

[[. I have ſpent ſome inquiry, faith Sir Henry Wotton, 
whether the Duke of Buckingham had any ominous pre- 
ſagemenrt before his end; wherein though ancient and 
modern Stories have been infeted with much vanity, yer 
ofren times thin2s fall out of chat kind, which may bear 
a ſober conſtruſton, whereof I will glean two or three 
in the Dukes caſe. Being to take his leave of the Biſhop 
of Canterbury ( then of London ) after courtefies of courſe 
had paſſed between them, My Lord ( faith the Duke ) I

Wottons Remains, 
The Contiruator of Babers Chronicle, mentions ſeveral 
other Preſages of this Dukes untimely end ; as that his 
PiRure fell down in the High Commiſſion Chamber, at 
Limbeth,on the ſame day. that Doftor Lamb,his great Fa 
vourite, was {lain in the Ciry of London for a Conjurer; 
alſo that the Lady. Davis, who was- reputed a great 
Propheteſs, had in Zure foretold that the Dukes fatal time 
would not come ill Auga/t ; and laſtiy,- that one Mr, 
Tower”, an Officer of the Cuſtom-houſe, was charged 
by a Phantaſme, or Spirithke the Dukes Father, totell 
him, 7 if he changed not bis Corſes, he would (hortly bt- 
com? a great Fairing to the City of London z which afterward 
was thought accompliſhed by his death, which happened 
Aug. 23. 1528, and the day before Bartholomew Fair

was moſt filthy and abominable, and committed Inceſt 
with, his own Daughter Lzcretia, the Wife to three Prin-

In ſecret a Brazen Head, which he conſulted inſtead of 
a Delphich Oracle ; confulcing - with , whom on a time 
when he ſhould die, anſwer was given him, he ſhould 
hve until hefaid Maſs in 7er»ſalem ; this made him con- 
fdent of along continuance, but he was couzencd by 
the Devil's Equivocation, though he dreamed of im- 
morrtalfty, and that he ſhould never die. For it happen: 
ed on atime, that as he was ſinging Maſs at Rome in a 
Temple called St. Groſs, otherwiſe Jeruſalem (which was 
the place aſſigned him to die in, aad not 7#rſalemin 
Paleftine, as he imagined) he heard a great noiſe of De- 


vils, who came to ferch him away even inthe very time - 


of Maſs; he being very much terrified and tormented 
therewith, is ſaid to have repented, and in token there- 
of, to have requeſted that his Hands, Tongue , and ſecret 
Members, might be cut oft, wherewith he had offended 
God, and his Body tobe cut in four pieces, and laid on 
a Cart, and the Beaſts to draw 1t whither they would ; 
which being accordingly performed, they of their own 
accord drew him to the Lateran Church, and (as ſome 
Authors write ) the Body was immediately carried out 
ofthe Church by the Devil.

This Crown was ſent to cauſe Rodutphus to Rebel a- 
gainſt his Maſter, wherein he received an utter defeat, 
and dyed miſerably by the hand of a Woman, tumbling 
down a Stone upon him, as he was beſieging a certain 
Caſtle in Germany 3 at laſt he got the Emperor at ſuch 
an advantage, that he was fain to come to his Caſtile at 
Carsfium, with his Empreſs and Son bare footed in the 
cold of Winter, and there to wait three days faſting, till 
he might have Audience, which art length he obrained 
by the mediation of Madam Matildz, one of the Popes 
Wenches, or St Peters Daughter, ( as they called her ) 
who left her Huzband to hve with this Holy Father ; 
wien he pronounced Sentence of Excommunication a- 
gainſt the Emperour, the new Seat whereon he fate, 
unexpeRedly rent in pieces; he condemned Brrengarins, 
his opinion againſt the corporal Preſence, and was a- 
gainſt Prieſts Marriages; he Sainted Liberius the Arrian 
Heretick, exerciſed what cruelty he pleaſed, eſpecially 
againſt a Widdows Son, whoſe Foot be cut oft; bur at 
laſt vengeance overtook him; for in a Synod at Brixia 
he was depoſed, and died miſerably in baniſhment, 
Synſon, Hiſt.

'him, they themſelves likewiſe joining with them ; the 
Pope his Father by the Art of Magick, which he praQi- 
ſed, warned him carefully to look to himſelfupon the 
renth day of September, 1n which, notwithſtanding he 
wasſlain, for 25 he returned roward his Caſtle in the 
evening in an Horſc-litter, with a great retinueahout 
him, having been to ſee ſome Fortifications which he 
had made, the Conſpirators to the number of 35, mar- 
ched before him, as 1f to do him honour, but as ſoon as 
he was entred the Caftle, they drew up the Draw- 
bridge, for fear of his rerifiue that were without, and 
coming to him with their naked Swords, charged him 
with his Cruelties and Tyranmes, and then preſently 
New him in his Horſe-litter, rogether with a Prieſt, the 
Maſter - of his Horſe, and five Almaizns that were his 


Guard ; his dead Body they hung by a chain over the ' 


walls, and ſhaking it to and fro in the view of the Peo- 
ple, threw it down headlong at laſt into the Ditch,where 
the People to ſhew their deteſtation of him wounded 
the Carxzaſs with daggers, and trampled it under their 
feet ; this happened Septemi. 10. 1547, When Pope 
Pau was Legate at Ancona, he couzened the Mother of 
this Aloyſius, by perſuading her to yield to his Luſt un- 
der the prerence of Marriage, who vpon the diſcovery 
that he was a Prieſt, fell aimoaitdiſtraed, yer brought 
him this hopeful Son aformentioned, Tins Pope main- 
tained forty five chanſand Whores, He was a great 

Conjurer, 
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{.yurer, and conferred daily with Gauricus Stroit aand 
others of that damned crew of Necromancers, who 
were alwates at his Elbow ; from this Popes piety we 
had the Council of Trent, and he confirmed the Order 
of 7:ſuits, who have fince proved the Firebrands of the 
world; he likewiſe Excommunicated, and Curſed King 
Henry the Eighth,and gave away his Kingdom ; but art laſt 
endeavouring to debauch his Neice Laws Farneſia, Ni- 
cholas Quercen, her Husband taking him in the AR, gave 
him a mark, that he carried with him to the grave.

VI. Pope Innocent the Fourth was a Genoeſe, he Ex- 
communicated and Curſed the Emperor Frederick, who 
had been his greateſt Friend, and holding a Council at 
Lyms, depoſed him, and ſet up Henry of Thuring in his 
Place, hex? after him William of Holland, who was aſſiſted 
by a great company of Cryſadoes or perſons def;gned ſor 
the recovery of the Holy Land, whom the Pope had 
marked for his own Beaſts , they wearing a Croſs 
upon their Garments, but the Emperor croſſed their 
Crowns as he met with them, and novly defended 
himſelf until he was poiſoned ar length hy the Po 
means, and then ſmothered by his. Baſtard Manſied, 
This Pope was the only Patron of the four Orders.of 
begging Locuſts, Dominicans, Franciſcans, Carmelites, and 
Augutines, who hatched under him thoſe addle Eggs of 
Summaries, Sophiſms, Exorciſms, Breviaries, and the like ; 
he offered to ſell the Kingdom of Sicily at a reaſonable 
rate, being none of his own, to Henry the Third, and 
quarrelled with our Robert Groſtzad, Biſhop of Lincoln, 
who withſtood him ſtoutly, and contemned his Excom- 
munication 3 and after his death is faid to have appeared 
to the Pope, and that ke ſtruck him with his ſtaffon his 
fide, and faid, Surge Miſter, & veni in Judicinm; Ariſe 
wretched Man, and come to Tudgment,after which the Pope 
In a few days ended his life, and fo the world was eaſed 
of this Tyrant. Prideaux. Introdutt. 

VIE. It was ſaid of Pope Boniface the Eighth, that he 
entred like a Fox, reigned like a Lyon, and dyed like a

See, and in the concluſion of this Bull, or Decree were 
theſe words, Alind credentes fatuos veputamis 5; We count 
him a fool who is of anothey mind z whereunto the King re- 
turned this Anſwer, Philippus Dei Gratia, &c. Philip, by 
the Graze of God, King of France, to Boniface calling him- 
ſelf Pape, little or no health, be it known to the exceeding great 
Fooliſhneſs, that we? in Temoral Afﬀairs aveſubject tonone, 
avd that the beſtowing of Benefices belongs to us as nurRoyal 
Right, and f there be any that think otherwiſe,we judge them 
to be e*r0n-045, and doting Fools 5, an anſwer will beſeeming 
a Prince, who in purſuance thereof, immediately aſſem- 
bled a National Council of all the Barons, and Prelates, 
within his Dominions, at Paris, wherein Pope Bonſfe 
was Condemned as an Heretick, a Simoniſt, a Manſlay- 
er, and it was generally concluded, That the King ſhould 
ſhew mn obedience tohim, nor take the leaſt notice of whatertr 
he ſhould impoſe for the future, whereupon the King to pull 
down his Pride and Arrogance, diſpatched two hundred

VIIE. Adrian the Fourth was an Englih-man, whoſe 
name was Nicholas Bralsear before he was Pope: He 
would not ſuffer the Contuls of Rome to have any power, 
and condemned Arnol2 of Brixia for an Heretick in up- 
holding theirRights : He quarrelled with the Emperour 
Frederich, for not holding, (Hoſtler like ) his Stirrup, 
and afterward excommumcated him for claiming his 
Rights, and writing his name before the Popes: He con- 
ſpired with his Cardinals to ruine the Emperour, and 
had ſent a counterfeit Villain to ſtab him, and an Ara- 
bin to poiſon him ; but white this proud Prelate deſign- 
ed the murdering of others, he loſt his own Life by a 
very deſpicable and inconſiderable creature; for he was 
choakt with a Fly, which got into his Throat in drink- 
ing a glas of Wine, which verified what he was often 
wont to repeat, That there is no [474 of life upon Exyth more 
wretched than to be a Pope.

IX. Alexander the Third ſucceeded him,who likewiſe 
oppoſed his Sovereign the Emp2rour, for b»ing choſen

Treachery who had fert his Pi&ture exaGily drawn to the 
Life, ro the Emperour of the Saracens, that he might

- perour, the Pi\turediſcovered him tobe the man : The 
Emperour uſed him nobly, appoints his Ranſom, and 
then guards him home as far as Brixia.

Thou ſhalt tread #pon Lions and Adders, the young Lion and 
the Dragon (halt thou trample under foot 5 which the Pope 
applied to the Emperor, who replying, Not to thee, but 
to Peter this power is given : The Beaſt anſwered, Et mihi 
e&> Petro, as well tome as to Peter: This end after much 
{ trouble had this remarkable buſineſs; the Pope, as he 
{ had reaſon, gratified the Venetians, and making what 
| conditions he pleaſed with the Emperour, returned to 
Rome : *Henry the Second our Ring, was much vexed by 
this Pope for the death of Thomas Becket, whom the Pope 
made Sr. Thomas for oppoſing his Soveraign, who being 
killed by ſome Perſons at the Stairs of the Altar, in the 
Cathedral at Canterbury, the Murder was charged upon 
the King by the Popes Legate; and though he ſwore 
that he was no way concerned in his Death, yet he was 
forced to kiſs the Legates knee, and ſubmit to ſuch 
pennance as ſhould appoint him ; one part whereof 
was, That he [hould abſolutely ſubmit to the Pope in Spiritual = 
matters. And we read, thatwhen King Henry came out 
of France, he went to Canterbyry ; and as ſoon as he was 
in fight of the Cathedral, he purt' of his Shoes and 
Stockins,and went bare-foot to Becbets Tomb ; the waies 
being ſo ſharp and ſtony that his feet bled as he paſ- 
| ſed along; and when he came there, every Monk in the

geance torn to picces,and devoured by Logs. The oth; 
6 Por)»yr;ie,who after he had receiycd the Komnlodor of 
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true Religion, out of deſpight and anger, becauſe he 
was reproved for his faults by the Chriſtians, ſer himſelf 
againſt them, and publiſhed Books full of horrible Bla. 
phemics,to diſcredit and overthrow the Chriſtian Faith; 

ut when he obſerved how fully, and clearly all his 
wretche d Arguments were anſwered, and confutcd,ard 
that he was accounted a villanous Atheiſt for his labour, 
In terrible deſpair,and anguiſh of Soul, he died. Beards

XIX. 7ulian the Emperor, notoriouſly known by 
the name of Apoſtate, fell into the fame dreadful gulf; 
for having becn brought up, and inſtru&ed from his 
Childhood in the Chriſtian Religion, and afterward for 
ſome time a profeſt Reader thereof to others in the 
Church, as ſoon as he had obtained the Empire, he ma- 
hctouſly revolred from his Profeſſion, and refiſted with 
all his power the Faith, and Church of Chriſt, endea- 
vouring by all means poſſible, either by force toruinate 
and deſtroy it, orby craftand ſubtilty to undermineit; 
.ard becauſe he deſigned ro do what miſchief ke could 
to the Chriſtians, he therefore endeavoured by al 
means, to pleaſe, and oblige the Pagans their Enerr16; 
.and theretore he firſt ordered their Heathen Temple; 
to be opcned, which Conſtantine his Predeccfſor had cau 
ſedto be ſhut up; rhen he took from the Chriſtian Chur- 
:ches, and their Miniſters thoſe Liberties, Priviledge 
and Immunitics, which Conſtantine had beſtowed up 
them ; and not contcnt herewith, he confiſcated the 
Church Revenues, and 1mpoſed great Taxes, and Tr: 
utes upon a!l that profefled the name of Chriſt, and 
forbid tkem 19 have any Schools of Learning to teac 
their Children; and uſcd many of the Cuſtomy, and Or 
ders of the Chriſtian Religion in his Heathen Worth; 
after he had thus by all means laboured to beat dow 
the Scepter of Chriſts Kingdom, it happened quite cor 
trary to his expeRartion, for inſtead thereof, the Scep 
tcr of his own iingdom was deſtroyed, and broken; 
for,making War avainft the Perſcans, he furniſked hin- 
elf y;1.h fuch Galantry of Armour, Apparel, Soba 
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and all things elſe, that he thought of no le than to 
have overcome the whole world, continually belching 
out threatnings againſt the poor Chriftians, whom he 
had derermined at his return out of Perſza to have ut- 
terly deſtroyed, and to have left none alive, as was 
afrerward diſcovered by one of his Council ; the 
number of his Army was fo great, and his 
ſtrength ( as he thought ) (o 1mpregnable,cthat he doub- 
ted not in the leaſt, but rohave conquered all Perſ7z ina 
ſhort time z but behold how God overturneth the con- 
trivances and Plots of his Enenucs ! this great Army, (as 
St.Chryſo/tome wri.ing againſt the Heathen obſerves ) 11 
which he put ſo much confidence, ſeemed in a livle, 
ſy1ce to be racher a vaſt, and weax multitude of Wo- 
men and Children, than an Army of Warriors: for by 
the 1] manag2ment, and conduc thereof, there aroſe fo 
great a Fainineamongſt them, that their Horſes which 
were provided for the Bartel, were fain to be killed ro 
ſave them from ſtarving, yea and for want of that too, 
many hundreds dyed of hunger, and Thirſt : tat 
when they had any ſkirmiſh with their Enemies, they 
were always put to the rout, dving more miſchief r9 
themſelves than their Foes; and laſtly,. they wereled . 
H indifcreetly, that they could no: by any means e{c2pe 
but were con{trainedafrer he was (lain, to beſeech -the 
Perfans to ſuffer them- to retire, where>y as many as 
could, eſcaped, and fled away ro fave their lives ; ard 
thus this gallant Army was nuferebiy difcomited, art! 
deſtroyed, to the everlaiting ſhame and infamy of thar 
curſed Apoſtate, who was ftracx with an Arrow in 
the Batrel,chat was never known from whence it came, 
which picrced through i115 Armour, and wounded: him, 
very deep in his fide ; and feeling his- ſtrength fail, by 
reaſon of þ1s wound, he took ſome of His own Blood 1 
his own hands, and throw!ing ir up 1n great.pride and 
mal:c2, crycd out, O Galilcan, thou hit overcome me x, 
g—_ therec>y our Blctied Saviour, whom he in 
corn termed (© ) and ſoon after wretchedly gave up the 
Ghoſt.One of the Trealurers of this wicted Empoercr 
| Þ VL who - 
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who, to _ his Maſter, forſook likewiſe the Religion 
of Chriſt, being on a time mocking and deriding the 
Miniſtry of Gods holy Word, died miſerably on a ſud- 
den, with vomiting blood out of his mourh, his privy 
parts, (as St. Chryſo//ome faith) being likewiſe fo rotten, 
vputrifed, and conſumed with lice, that he could find 
no remedy for the ſame, and ſodied. Sy#ſors Ch. Hiſt, 
XX. Arnold Bonuius, a Stadent in the Univerfiry of 
Lovain, a Man much commended for an excellent wir, 
ripenefs of Learning, and for favouring the Proteſtant 
Religion, but afterward Apoftatizing to Popery, hc be- 
gan to be much troubled in mind, and thence fell into 
cieipair, againſt which he wreſtled a great while, bur ar 
ength being wholly overcome by it, as he was drawn 
to walk in the Fic!ds with ſome Schollars, his famnliar 
Friends, he pretended himſelf weary, and fofare down 
by a Springs fide, and his Friends being gone a little be- 
{ore,he drew out a dagger, and ſtabbed himſclf inio the 
Ereaſt ; his Friends obſerving him to ſhrink down, and 
the water diſcoloured with his blood, ran to him, took 
kim uy, carried him to the ncxt houſe, and ſearched his 
wound ; but whilſt they were bufte about him, he eſpt- 
cd a knife by one of their ſides, whereupon he plucked 
It forth, and ſuddenly ſtabbed himſelt 1nto the heart, 
uhcreby he mifcrably died. Ats & Monuments. 
XX1I.The Chancellor Oliver, having againſt hisConſct- 
ence renounced theProteſtantRelipion in France,was re- 
ſtored to his formerEſtate,and afterward became a very 
violent Perſecutor, ſhedding much innocent blood, but 
ſucha feartul Judgment was denounced againſt him by 
t ofe innocent Souls whom he condemned, as ſtruck him 
into ſo greatdread, and terrour, that he prefencly fl!

XXII. King Henry the Fourth of France, who had all 
his life time before been a Proteſtant, yet after he

XXII. Among thote who were moſt cruel 1n per- 
cuting rhe poor Proteſtants at Valence in France, at the 
lame time when two Miniſters of that City ſuffered + 
Martyrdom, there was one Lmbe{pinz a Councillor of 
the Parliament at Grenoble 3 and one Porſerras, the Kings 
Attorney, who had formerly been Proteſtants, but were 
now very a&tive againſt them ; but they were both made 
dreadful Examples of Divine Vengeance; for Lambeſpine - 
falling in Love with a young Woman, was o extreamly | 
paſhonate therein, thathe left his Eftate, . and Imploy- 
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ment to follow her up and down whitherſoever ſhe

feeling Gods heavy vengeance upon him , he began 
to deſpair of mercy, and. was therefore deſperately re- 
ſolved to ſtarve himſelf to death ; which purpoſe the 
Lice ſeemed to further,for rhey cluſtered ſothick in his 
Throat, as if they would have choaxed him every mo- 
ment, neither could he ſuffer any ſuſtenance to pak

XXIV. As for Poyſennas, (commonly called Bownreel) 
wi was indeed a veryButcher to the poorProteitants: 
After he had fold his own Eſtate,and hkewile his Wives 
and Friends, to raiſe money to buy his Place, hoving 
ſoon to pet a great deal more by his accurſed Ohce, he 
found himſelf mightily diſappointed, whereby he ſhort-

imputzd to m2; Upon which he being more inraged, cal- - 
led his Clerk Lutheran, Hugonot, Villain. &c, deiiring his 
Friends, who ruſhed in art the noiſ-, that S?2pber !hould 
preſently have bolts clapr on his Legs; and be burnt for 
an Heretick : In brief, his Rave and Fury mcreaic fo

XXX. Bur among all the Examples we read of, 
there 1s none more terrible than that of Francis Spira, 
a Lawyer of Cittadella, in the Territories of Venice, a 
man of great Credit and Authority 1n his Country, who 
tmbraced the True Religion with extraordinary Zeal, 
and made open profeſſion of the ſame, teaching the 
Porines thereof firſt to his Family, and then to his 
Friends and Familiar Acquaintance, which he continu: 
ed to do abour ſix years, whereby he ſtirred up the 
malice of the PopiſhClergy againſt him 3 fo that they 
complained to the Pope's Legate rherect; which when 
-Spira underſtood, 8 forefaw the danger wherein he was 
like tro fall, after he had long debated and diſputed the 
matter in his own Conſcience,the Counſel of the Fleſh 
and worldly Wiſdom prevailing, he refolved at laſt to 
go to the'Legate, and by doing whatever he ſhould com- 
mand him, to appeaſe his Anger ; and coming accor- 
dingly to Venice,being over-ruled with immoderate fear, 
he ſubſcribes tro a Catalogue of all the pretended Er- 
rours which the Legate had drawn up 3- togerher with 
his Confcflion annexed, which he promiſed to declare 
m his own Town, and to acknowledge the whole Do- 
&rine of the Church of Rome to be True, and Holy,and 
to abjure the Opinions of Luther, andall ſuch Herericks: 
As he was going home, to this purpoſe, he begin to con- 
{der how wickedly he had denied Chriſt, and his Gof- 
pel at Venice, and what he had promiſed to do in his 
own Country ; whereupon being confounded with fear 
-and ſhame, he thought he heard a voice thus ſpeaking 
ro him; Spira, what doſt thou here ? Whither goes thou? 
Hiſt thai unhappy man, given thy Hand-writing to the Lt 
gate? yet ſte thou do not ſeal it in thy own Countrey ;, Doſ 
thou think Eternal Liſe ſo mean a thing, as toprefer the prt- 
ſent life before it ? Remember Man, that the ſufferings 


this priſent Life are not comparable tothe Glory that ſhall 
revealed: 
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revealed : Tf thou ſuffer with him, thou fT;alt alſo Reign with 
him : Thou canſt not anſwer what thou baſt alvrady done; 
yet the Gate of Mercy is not quite (kut z, beap not in upon ſin, 
leſt thou repenteſt when it us too late. Now was SPira1n a 
Maze, not knowing which way to turn ; and when he 
camehome, he acquainted his Friends with what he 
had done at Venice, and what he had promiſed to do 
there, and how the terrours of God on the one ſicle, 
and the terrours of the World on the other, did con- 
tirually tormenthim 3 they without more ado adviſed, 
and by divers Arguments perſuaded him to do what 
he had promiſed ; whereupon going to the Mayor, he 
offered to do what was enjoyned him by the Legare bur 
all that nzght the miſerable Man was vexed with reſtleſs 
cares, without a-minute of ſlcep; yet the next morning 
he gets up, and deſperately went into the publick 
Congregar1on, and in the preſence of the whole Afſem- 
bly he recited his infamous abjuration of the Proteſtant 
Profeſſion 3 after which he was fined thirty pieces of 
Gold, and fo reſtored to his Dignities, Goods, Wife and 
Children : As ſoon as he was departed, he thoughr he 
heard this dreadful Sentence 3 Thou wicked wretch, thou 
bat denied me; thou haſt remunced tha Covenant of thine 
Obedience ;, thox haſt broken thy Vow ;, hence Apoſtate bear 
with thee the Sentence of thine Eternal Damnation: Spira 
trembling and quaking. affli&ted in body and mind fell 
down im a {wound, and from that trme forward he ne- 
ver found any eaſe or peace in his mind, but profeſled, 
That hewas captivated under the reverging hand if the Al- 
mighty God, that bz continually heard the Sentence of Chyiſt {be 
fault Juge ag2i»(t him; when his Friends brought him a- 


ble Ph+{:cjans, he ſaid, Alas poor men, how far ave you wide! 


it 1s neither Plaifter nor Dyes that cancure a wounded Soul, 
caſt down with the ſinſtof Sin, and the Wrath of God, it's

example of Gods Juſtice and Power, and thus he ended 
his miſerable life.

XXXT. Itis obſervable that moſt,or all of thoſe Rs-

Foot, which at firſt was no more than 1f a Waſp had 
ſung the place, yet increaſed fo extreamly the firſt 
day with redneſs, and pain, that his whole foot was in- 
flamed therewith, fo that 1t was judged incurable,unleſs 
he would cut oft his foot, and thereby fave the reſt of 
his Body, which he not yielding to, the next day his 
whole leg was infeRed, the third day his thigh, and the 
fourth his whole body was inflamed, of which he pre- 
ſently died, his Corps being atl parched, as if roſted by 
a Fire 3 thus he that was ſo hot 1n burning poor Chriſtt- 
a2s was himſelf by the ſecret flame of Gods Wrath, 
burnt and conſumed to death, as if it had been by a 
fierce and tormenting fire, Hiſt Fravce, lib.2. 

XX XII. 7ohn Meſnier,Lord of Oppede,was another chief 
inſtrument againſt the Proteſtants in France,and led his 
murthering Army againft them, where they committed 
ſuch horrid Cruelties, and Barharities, as the n:oſt out- 
ragious Heathens in the world would have bluſhedat 3 
inſomuch that abundance of complaints were made a- 
gainſt him, and he accordingly ſummoned to appear 
perſonally before the Parliament at Pars, there to an- 
ſver thoſe Murders, Extortions, Robberies, and other 
Villanies laid to his Charge ; but being Convicted, and 
found Guilty thereof,he was not only releaſed, but reſto- 
red to his former Eſtate ; but though he eſcaped the 
hands of Men, yer he was overtaken by the hand of 
God; for when he was in the height of worldly pro(- 
perity and buſier than ever in perſecuting the diſtreſſed 
Proteſtants, even thena flux of blood came throu 
his privy parts, which engendred a carnofiry, and thick- 
nels of tleſh therein, and chereby hindered h1s Urine, 
{that with horrible outcries;z and raving ſpeeches, he 
gave up the Ghoſt; fecling as it were a burning fire, 
broyiing his Intrails, from his Navil upwards,and an ex- 
tream infe&1on putrifying his lower parts, and begin- 
ning toraſt even in this life, as 1t were, that vengeance 
of Eternal Fire both in Soul, and Body, which 15

XXX [II The Cardinal of Lor-ain,a Principal Pillar of 
the Houſe of Guiſe, in France, and a crafty and cru 
Perſecutor of the Proteſtants, as he was coming from 
Rome, with a deſign to ſtir up the Kings of France, and 
Poland utterly to root them out of their Dominions, it 
pleaſed God, for the deliverance of the Chriſtians, to 
ſtrike him ſtark mad at Avignion by the way, wherehe 
died in the flower of his youth 3 at the inſtant of whole 
death, there happened ſuch an horrible Tempeſt, that 
all the People ſtood amazed thereat. As & Mony, 

XX XIV. Felix,Earl of Wyrtemburg, one of the Cap 
tains of the Emperer Charles the Fifth, being at Supper 
at Anſburg, with many of his Companions, they hreath- 
ed out horrible threatninzs - of what Cruelty they it 
rended to exerciſe upon the poor Proteſtants, and the 
Earl (wore before them all, That before he died, he wail 
ride up to his Spurs in the blood of the Lutherans 3 hut it hap 
pened rhe ſame night that vengeance overtook him, for 
he was ſtrangled, and choaked in his own blood before 
morning, and ſo he did not ride, yer bached himlf,not 
ud to the Spurs, but up to the throatgnot 1n the Blood 
the Lutherans, but his own bloo, and fo miſera*?y ended 
his life. Flaccivs I!lyricius. John Martin of Piedmott, 
continually boaſred how he would root out the Pro- 
teſtants, and in much Gallantry cut off a Miniſters Noſ 
of Anerogne; bat immediately afrer, he himſelf wasſet 
upon by a Wolf, which bir off his Note, as he had ab 
fed the Miniſter, whereupon he grew mad, and died 
miſerably ; which ſtrange Judgment was much diſcour 
ſed of by all the Country round abour, becauſe it ws 
never known that this Wolf had done any hurt to any 
Man before.

XXXV. The Lord of RevetF, who was Preſidentot 
the Parlfament at Provence, and by whoſe means maty 
innocent Proteſrants were Marrvred, was a while after 
put out of his Office, and returning to: his own houle, 
he was viſited with ſo dreadful a ficxnefs, accompt 
nicd with ſuch mad, and furious fits, that his wa = 
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Friends durſt never venture to come near him, and fo 
like a furious Mad-man, he 1n a folitary inraged humor 
ended his wrerched Life. About the fame time there 
happened a very ſtrange Judgment upon one John 
Cranequin, an Antient Lawyer of Bruges, who was fo vio- 
Jen: and furious 1n the Poptſh way, that he turned Pro- 
moter againſt che Proteſtants, informing Ozy, one of 
the curſed Inquiſitors againſt them, whereby man 
were taken ond martyred: But Divine [uſtice truck 
him with a very ſtrange Phrenſy, inſomuch that what- 
ſoever his Eyes beheld, feemed inhis Judgment to be 
crawling Serpents ; and though all manner of means 
and Medicines were uſed- for curing him yea, though 
they uſed the help of wicked Conjuraricn and Sorcery, 
yer his Senſes were quite benummed, and he was be- 
reaved of his Reaſon, and ſo miicrably died.

XX XVI. 7ohn Morin, acruel Enemy to the Profe(- 
fors of the Truth, who bufied himfeif continually at 
Paris, m apprehending and accuſrg the Proteſiants, 
whereby he cauſed multitudes daily tobe ſent to the 
Bigh-Court of the Pallace : This Van himſelf focn af- 
ter died in moſt grievous and horrible torture; and the 
Chancellor Prat, who gave out the firſt Commiſiions 
to d:ſtroy them, died ſwearing and blaſpheming the 
Name of God, his ſtomach being moſt ſtrangely gnawn 
In pieces, and conſumed with Worms. Poncher, Arch- 
ſhop of Tours, purſuing with all violence the burning 
of the Proteſtants, was hinz{clf ſurprized with a Fire

ver be quenched, till cne Member after another was cut

T appeareth in Hiſtory that there have been a mul 
titude of proud, cruel, and vicious Princes, and Ge 
vernours in former Ages, who have thought that their 
Will ought to be their Law, and have gloricd 1n Tyr: 
nizing over their poor Subj<&+, however it hath pleaſed 
the Divine Majeſty many times to diſcover his abhor- 
rence and dcteſtation of ſuch pra&ices, by his ſeve 
Judgments upon the Acors thereof:It 1s likewiſe as plai 
hat God Almighty, as well to declare his deteſtation« 
tart crimſon fin of Murther,as to beget and retain in us 


- a horrour thereof, hath moſt vigorouſly. imployed hi: 
Providence by ſtrange, and miraculous ways,to bringr 


light deedspf darknefs,and to drag the bloody Authc 

of them out of their greateſt privacies, and conceal 
ment,to condign puniſhment; 1t were an infinite Laboy 
to trace the teveral footſteps of Divine Providence 
in this matter ; neither hath Luſt, Revenge, and other 
notorious enormities,eſcaped Gods Juſtice many times 
in this world, as by the following relations 1t doth re 
inarkably appear. 

I. Ptrl»mens Piſco, one of the Kings of Fgypt,caute 
his ownSon Memphites (whom: he had begot of his Wiſe 
& Siſter C'2opatra ) to be ſlain, and then commanded hi 
Head, Hands,and Feet to be cut off;and to be ſhut up 104 
curious Casker, made for that purpoſe, and ſent chem te 
his Mother, asa preſent upon his Birth-day 3 and whe 
afterward he perceived that by his barbarous Tyran 
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he was grown odious to all his Subjes, to prevent the 
danger thereof, he cauſed a School where moſt of the 
Children of the Nobility, and others were cducated, 
to be beſet, and incompaſſed round with fire, and men 


with drawn Swords, and then ſuddenly aflaulred them, -* jj 


whereby they were all deſtroyed, not one of them eſca- 
ping; but that which he thought to be his refuge, prov- 
ed his ruine,for the People were ſo extreamly incenſed 
with this cruel A&, that with an unanimous conſent 
they fell upon him, and tore him to pieces. The 
like, if not greater Cruelty was praiſed by a Woman, 
one Cycenis, the Daughter of Diogerides, King of Thrace, 
who took great delight in beholding living men cut in 


& the middle, and invited Parents to feaft upon their own 


murthered Chtldren, cookt and dreſt ſeveral ways, but 
ſhe was afterward depoſed from her Government, and 
her Inhumamnities were ſo hatcful, that none of her Sub- 
jefts would relieve her, whereby ſhe was famiſht to 


-J death, anddyed of hurger. Vitaldus, Prince of Lithuz- 


mia, ſtudied divers forts of Tortures and Torments for 
men,whom upon every {hight occaſ'on he condemned to 
death; amcng the reſt he would cominard them to he 
ſowed ap in Bear-ſkins, and then made ir his ſport to be- 
ho!d them torn in pieces with fierce Maſtives : 1n all his 
warlike expeditions,he carried continually a Steel-bow, 
ready bent, and if any Souldier happened but to ſtep out 
of his Rank, he inſtantly ſizoke tim dead with an Ar- 
row, glorying to himſelf that he was ſo good a mark(- 
man; bur after theſe, and abundance of other Cruelties, 
he char delighted toſce men dic hike Ecars, was himſelf 
In the end torn in pieces with wild Wolves, being re- 
quited much in the ſame manner as he had exercifed 
Barbarities upon others. Beards Theatre. 

II, The Tyrant Periander uſurped the Government 
over Corinth; after he had murdered the Principal men 
of the Ciry, he put ro dearh kis own Wife, to content 
id pleaſe his Concubine ;, nay, he was io execrable, as 


'dlye with his own Mother ; he bamfhed his Natural 


Sen, and cauſed many Children of his SubjeQs to be 
| Þþ gu elded 
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guelded. Finally, he committed all manner of Villa- 
nies, which he was ſenſible had made him abhorred of 
his People 3 and therefore fearing that ſome miſcrable 
and monſtrous death would be 1inflifted on him, and 
thar he ſhould nor be buried: He gave Order to two of 
his ſtouteſt Souldiers, that they ſhould ſtrialy guard a 
place by him appointed, and not to fail to kill the firſt 
that came 1n their way, and to bury his body, being 
flain : Now the firſt that met them was himſelf, who of- 
fered him{eif to them without ſpeaking a word, and was 
therefore immediately killed, and afterward buried by 
them: Theſe rwo were ſoon after encountred by 
four others, whom he had likewiſe appointed to kill 
them, as they had done him, which they performed 
accordingly. Sabellici opera. 

[[]. In the year 830. Popiel the Second King of Pv 
land, carelefs of matters of State, gave himſelf over to 
all manner of Diſfoluteneſs and Debauchery, fo that his 
Lords and People ſcorned and deſpiſed him: He fear- 
Ing: therefore has they would fet up one of his Kinf- 
men 1n his ſtead, by the advice of his Wife, whom he 
furiouſly loved, feigned himſe:f fick, and fent for all his 
Unc!es Princes of Pom:rania (being twenty in number) 
ro come and fee him; whom lying in hrs Bed, he ear- 
neſtly deſired, T hat if he chanced to die, they would malt 
choice of one of bis Sons to be King, which they willingly 
promied, in cafe the Lords of the Kingdom would con- 
leat thereunto. The Queen enticed them all, one by 
one, to drink a Health to the King; which as ſoon as they 
had done, they took their leaves : But they were ſcarce 
£ot out of the King's Chamber,before they were ſeized 
with intolerable - pains, by the corroding of the Pot- 
ſon wherewith the Qgeen had intermingled their Drink; 
& 1n a ſhort timethey all died. The Queen gave 1: out as 
a Judgment of God upon them, for having conſpired 
the deach of the King, and proſecuting this Acculation, 
cauſed their Hodics to be taten our of their Graves, and 
.cet into the Lake G9p{o, over a City called Cra{phits : 
Ruz by a miraculous Transformation, an ingumeraale 
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company of Rats and Mice did ruſh out of thoſe Bodies, 
which gathering together in crouds, went and aſſaulted 
the King, as he was with great Jollity feaſting in his Pal- 
lace: The Guards endeavoured to drive them away 
with Weapons and Fire, but all in vain : The King per- 
plexed with this cxtraordinary danger, fled with his 
Wife and Children intoa Fortreſs, that 1s yet tobe ſeen 
in that Lake of Gop1o, whither he was purſued with fuch 
4 number of theſe creatures, that the Land and the Wa- 
ters were covered with them, and they cryed, and hifſed 
moſt fearfully ; they entred in at the Window of the 
Fortreſs, having ſcaled the Walls, and there they de- 
youred the King, his Wife and Children alive, and left 
nothing of them remaining ; by which means all the 
Race of the Polonian Princes was utterly extinguiſhed; 
and Pyaſt a Huſbandman at the laſt was ele&ed King.

IV. Hatto the SecondDuke of Franconia (Sirnamed By- 
1ſs) Abbot of Ful4en, was Choſen Archbiſhop of Mentz 
In 968. at which time was a gricvousDearth,and thePoor 
being ready to ſtarve for want of food, he cauicd great 
companies of them to be gathered together, anu put in- 
to Barns, pretending that they ſhould, receive Corn,and 
other Relief; bur he cauſed the Barns unmerciflly to 
be ſet on fire,and che Poor People to be miſerably burnt 
therein , faying withal, That the Poor were like the Rats 
ard V.;»mine, who did eat #2 the fruits of the Land : Bur not 
long after an Army of Rats gathered themiclves rogetherz 
no man can tell from whence, and ſet upon him to furj- 
oully, that into what place ſoever he retircd him{clf,the 
would come and fall upon him; if he climbed on hig 
into Chambers,they would aſcend the Wall,and enter at 
theWindows, and other ſmall chinks and creviſes; the 
moremen arreimpted to deſtroy them, the more outra- 
gious they ſeemed, and the more to increaſe in number. 
The wretched Prelate ſecing he cov!d firid no place by 
Land fafe for him, reſolved to ſeek ſome rcſuge on the 
Waters, and got into a Boat to convey himſelf to a 
Tower 11 the midſt of os Rbine, near a little City called 
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Birgen ; but the Rats threw themſelves by innumerable 
heaps into the Rhixe,and ſwum to the foot of the Tower, 
and clambering up the Wall, entred therein, and fel! 
up2n him, gnawing and biting, and throtling, and tear- 
I0g, and tvgging him moſt miſerably, nll he died. This 
Tower 1s yet to be ſcen, and at this day 'called Rats 
Tower, It 18 alſo remarkable, that whiles the Archbiſhop 
was yet alive, and in perfc& health, the Rats guawed 
and razed out his Name written, and painted upon ma- 
ny Walls. Heylins Coſmoge 

V. Clearciys, after he had put to death the greateſt 
part of the Nobility, and men of chiefeſt Account in the 
City of Heraclea,uiurped a Tyrannical Authority over 
them; ard amoneſt other horrid Cruelties and Erormi- 
nies, he conſtrained the Widdows of thoſe whom he had 
murdered, to marry thoſe Villains his ſolſowers, whom 
he allotted to them; inſomuch that many with griefand 
anger killed themſelves. Now there were two Perſons 
of a ſtcut and couragious Temper, who pitying the ml- 
ſerable condi:ion of their Country, were reſoived to 
venture their Lives to deliver the miſcrable People out 
of his wretched hands; whereupon they came accom- 
panied with fifty others of the ſame mind and reſolu- 
tion, pretending as if they would have him decidea 
private Quarrcl Hetween them 3 bur as ſcon as they had 
opportunity, they all joynilv fell upon the Tyrant, and 
with their Swords hewed him to p1<ces, even 1n the 
very midſt of his Guards. Beards T heatye. 

VI. 4ndvonicas was one of the moſt cruel Tyrants 
that ever l;ved ; for he exccedcd in all kind of wicked- 
n:f*, as Ambition, Murder, Adultery, Inceſt,and the like. 
H- w2s fo ereacherous ani diſl>yal, that he traiterouſly 
murdercd the Son and i!2:r of Enanzel the Emperour, 
cauſing him ro be ryed wp in a Sack, and ſo drownedin 
the Sea : Afer which he by v:0!ence took pcfſefſion of 
the Empire of Covſtantinopl:, and lixe a firowg Thich, 
ſeized upon that which was none of its own ; Having 
thus attained his defire. he began to rape and rave, com- 
mitting all manner of V:llanics and Debaucheries;raviſh- 
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ing Women, and Virgins, and afterward giving them to 
his Pimps and RuFans, to be abuſed; yea he committed 
aRapeupon one of his own Siſters ; and to ſecure him- 
ſelf m this Tyramnical Eſtate, he murdered moſt of his 
Nobility, and all others that had any ſhew of Civility 
or Honeſty, living altogether by Robbcry and Extortion; 
whereupon his Subjetts, tyred out by the multitude of 
Evils which hez4aily committed, were no longer able to 
endure his vile Outrages and Indizmres, and therefore 
riſe up againſt him, and aſter befieging him for ſcm2 
time, they at laſt got him into their hands, whom th+-7 
uſed with as much cruelty as he had exerciſed unoa 
them : For having degraced him.and deſpoyled ht. of 
a!l his Imperial Ornaments they pluckt out one 0: I's 
E: es, and then ſethim uponan Atis with his face tore 
Tayl, which he held in his hand, intead of a Scepter ; 
and a Rope about his Nees, inftead of a Crown ; 1 this 
atrire and order they led him thraugh all the Streets of 
Conſtantinople, the people ſhouting, and reviling him en 
all f.des, fome throwing dung, others dirr and fire 
upon him, and Women their Chamb-rpots upon his 
Head ; laſtly he was carryed to the Ga'lows, an there 
hanged. Beards Theat»e 

VII. Pyryius,Ring of Emirys, was a reſtleſs Tvrant, his 
whole delight was 1nMurcerandBloodſhed,bur ar laſt ha- 
ving cunningly gotren 110 the City of Aygos,whil'tt the 
Citrzens made head againſt him, he was hurt with a 
Pike; whereupon he fel upon 1m that hurt him, who 
wasa Perfon of a mean condition, whoſe Mother a poor 
old Woman, was at that time got upen the topof a 
Houſe to fcc the F1:ht, and perceiving thar it was her 
Son whom Pyry/45 aflaulred, ſhe was fo afrighted to fee 
him in that darger, that ſhe took a Tyle, and with both 
her hands threw itar Pyryhus, which glancing upon his 
Helmet, break his Nec bone, and flew him, Plutarchs

VIE. 4ritippus a Tyrant of Argos, left not an Ene- 
my alive in the City, and had 4:tizos, a Potent Prince

 guardof Sonldiers continually about him, caufing them 
tw watch night and day, and to lie about his Pallace in 
the Cloiſters and Galleries adjacent ; after Supper he u- 
ſed toturn all his Men ont of doors, and then ſhuttivg 
kis Court Gatcs to himhe locked himſelf up only with 
his Concubine 1n a little high Chamber, with a Trap 
door, ſetting his bed every night over the door, as one 
that was continually afraid of his life ; and when he was 
got up into his Chamber, his Concubines Mother uſed to 
taxe 2way the Ladder,and to lock it up in anotherCham- 
ber till the next morning, vet notwithſtanding all this 
extraordinary care and cautiouſnefs, his Enemies broke 
In upon hum, and flew him. Plitarchs Lives. 

IX» Al:xander a Tyrant 1n T heſjaly, was of fo cruel a 
diſpoſition, that he neither regarded Reaſon, nor Juſtice 
toward any ; for he cauſed ſome to be buried alive, 0- 
thers he putinto the ſkins of Bears,and wild Boars, and | 
then ſet his Hounds upon them, and one day as the In- 
| habrrants of a certain City in League with him, wete 
aſſembled together in Council, he cauſed his Guard to 
incloſe them round ſuddenly, and to kill them all, not 
ſparing the very Infants ; he conſecrated the Dart,where- 
with he had ſlain his Uncle, and crowned 1t with Gar- 
lands, calling it the Happy Killer. Being one time ata 
Tragedy, where the miſeries of Hecuba,;and Andromach! 
were repreſented, he could not forbear weeping, and 
therefore wentout of the place, leſt it ſhould be obſer- 
ved by the People that he pitied theſe feigned ſorrows, 
who never ha compa {58 for the multitude of 
Citizens whom he had cruelly murdered ; now though 
this Tyger was continually guarded with Troops of 
Souldiers, who kept watch about his Body night and 
day, and had alſoa moſt furious Dog conſtantly waiting 
on him, who was unacquainted with any but himſelf, tus 
Wife, and one Servant who gave him his meat, and was 
tyed to his Chamber door every night ; yet vengeance 
found him out, for by his Wiſes means he was killed, 
who taking away the Stairs of his Chamber, ler 1n three 
or four of her own Brethren, with whom ſhe " con 
pir

ſpired to murther him ; who finding him faſt aſleep, one 
took him by the heels, and another by the hair of the 
head, and wrung his neck behind, the third thruſt him 
through with a Sword, ſhe all this while giving them lighr 
to diſpatch their bufineſs; the Citizens of Pheres having 
notice hereof, got the dead body, which they drew a- 
bout the Streets, and having kicked, abuſed, rrampled 
upon it, and drawn 1t through the mire and dirt, they 
threw it out to he devoured of theDogs;ſo odious was the 
remembrarce of his Ti ranny among them. Plit. Lives. 

X. Nevo, that Monſter of Men was well educated : 
under Buyrrhys, and Seneca, and for the firſt five years be- 
haved himſelf very well, fo that Traj2n uſed to ſay, That 
all the Emperors came ſhort of Nero's firſt froe years; but af- 
terward he fell into all manner of Wickedneſs and De- 
bauchery ; his manner was to come into the publick 
Theaters, and there to ſpend ſome days in ſinging, and - 
he ſcarce took delight in any thing fo much as the ap- 
plauſe of theVulgar.and theCrowns which they gave him 
for his f nging.and playing on theHarp. Atother times he 
would have them come and ſee his 1ki!ll & dexterity 1n 
driving of Chariots, ar Naples he came with his Harp 1n- 
tothe publick Theatre, afterward he uſed publickly to 
ſing at Rome, and Athens, and would not ſuffer any to de- 
partout of the Theatre, whil'ſt he was ſinging, what ne- 
ceſſary occation ſcever they had, inſomuch that Women 
with Child were ſometimes delivered 1n the Theatre ; 
and others being ryred with hearing, and commending 
him, the doors being ſhut, would ger over the walls, or 
ſeem to be dead, that they might be carried out ; he 
cauſed his Statue to he made 1n the habit of an Har- 
per, and all his Coin with the like; he exerciſed his 
Luſt, Luxury, Covetouinefs, and Cruelty at firſt private- 
ly, but ſoon aftcr more openly; when 1t began to be 
dark, he would goto the Taverns, and Victualling-Hou- 
es, and run about the Streets, doing miſchief ro many, 
J beating and abu(ng them, and ſometimes if they re- 
ated, throwing them into Privies ; ſometimes he 
would break cpen Shops, and rob them, and1n his = 
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rels ofren endangered his life ; he was once beaten to 
death almoſt by a man,whoſe Wife he had abuſed, after 
which he had Tribunes following him at a little diſtance; 
he uſed to lengthen out hisFeaſts from the midſt of the 
day, to the midſt of the night, and would oftentimes ſup 
in publick,being attended with the moſt famousWhores, 
and Women Pipers abcut the City : He was given to 
Sodomy, and cauſed the Geritais of a Boy called Spoyys, 
to be cut off, and endeavoured to have made him a Wo- 
man, cauſing him to be dreſſed, and brought to him like 
a Bride ; whereupon one merr1!y ſaid, T hat it had been 
well for the world if Nero's Fit er had had ſuch a Wife: He 
committed Inceſt with his own Mother Agrippinz : He 
cauſed one Pythagor.zs ro marry him, as he himielf had 
married Sporys : He invented ſuch Beſtialities to be com- 
mitted by Men and Women, as are not fit to be named : 
He murdered his Wife Ofavia, by whom he had the 
Empire, and ſoon after married Pop.ea Sabina (whom 
he toor from her Huſband a Roman Kmght) and loved 
her dearly ; yet when ſhe was great with Child, he com- 
Ing home late one might from his Chartot-driving, and 
the blaming him for it, he ſo kicked her on the Belly, 
that he killed her: He was of a moſt crucl and bloody 
diſpotition ; he haſtened the death of Clzudirs by Pol- 
ſon, which he would often boaſt of afterward, and cx- 
cedingly rail againſt him, though he received the Em- 
pire from him; before which Agrippina his Mother 
wer.t to an Atrologer, to know the fortune of her Son 
Nevo, who told her, He (hould be Emperour, but b2 (Could 
be the death of cr 5 to which ſhe replied, Let him ku mt, 
ſo be 1025 bxt R-ign:The firſt part of thePropnoſticarion ſhe 
ſaw accompliſhed, and the laſt nov followed 3 for ta- 
ving artemfrcd by Poiſon,and divers other wates, to take 
away her life which did not ſucceed, he fent a Cent: 

rion to murther her ; Azripp!ma ſeeing him coming t0- 
' ward her with his drawn Sword, tcok up her clows, 
& expoſed her nakedBclly to him, bidding him /fribe that, 
fince her woirb had brought forthſuch a Monſter into the weld, 
Aftcr ſhe was (lain, Nero came to view her naked Body 
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and her wounds, and without any concernment, vill2- 
nouſly ſaid, I did not think Thad been vorn of fo bexutiful 2 
Mnther : Ke then cauſed her womb tobe ript up, that he 
might ſee the place wherein himſelf had lain: After 
which horrid faX he wascontinually ro:mented with che 
ſting of his own conſcience, and procefted, That hrs 
Mother often an2aved to him with cunning Torches, laliing 
[4m for that cruel Murdey 3 yer he fhill continued fiis cur- , 
ſed Butcherics : He murthered his Aunt Do%tiz, and 
becauſe A:t0vt2 the Daughter of Cl2y4irs, refuſed ro 
marry him, he cauſed her to be ain, pretending that 
ſhe went aHout to make ſome Innovarions 1n the State. 
He hired Conjurers to lay the Ghoſt of his Mother : He 
caufed CriNinvs his Son-in-law by Poy3ea, to be drownel 
as he was hiſhing : He flew many others who by blood & 


| athrnty were ncearto him : He murchered Aus Planc's 


ayoung man, after he had by v:olence committed So» 
domy with him: He forced his Maſter Sznzca to mur- 
ther himſelf, though he had oTten (worn to h:1m he would 
notdo it ; and chat he would fooner periſh hin ſeif,than 
do him any hurt; and he ſent Poiſon to his other Ma- 
ſter B:yrhys, Divers of his Rich Freed men, ard other 
Old men, who had helped him ro che Empire, a11 fa- 
voured him therein, he murdered, by mixing Potton e1- 
thef in their meat or drinxg: Neither was he lets cruel 
tO others, eſpecally after ewa Confpiractes were diſco- 
ed againſt him; and ſome of the Con'p rrors cor- 
telled the Fact, faying, Trat thy bnew not how otherwiſe 
tran by his death, to free him from al that wickeaneſs wheres 
with he had d-falcd himſelf. And Novo alking Sp.tivs Avery 
iCenturion, why he conſpired agunit Im, he aativered, 
becauſe I bnew not how by any ot!” means to 0 thie a bind- 
ms : Aﬀter this he raged more extre.mly againit all” 
Tres of Perſons, ſetting no bounds to ti!s Cruelty, bur 
urthering whom he pleaſed : He gave not avove in 
ours ſpace to any of thoſe whom hoe commanded to ki 1. 
memſelves to prepare for ar}, and ha Chirurgions 
rady to- cut all their veins, 1f they made any delay ; 
* Irotulenth asd Proc1 ality anſ .cred Is Cruel'y : 
7 WW! {Or. 
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for 1t was without all meaſure, ſaying often, That t/4oſe 
W109 proportioned their Expen:es to their Incomes, were ſordid 
and coveto:25, and that they only who moſt profuſely azd prodi- 
gally waſied their Eſtates, were magnificent and praiſe-wor- 
ty : He never put on the ſame Apparel twice z He was 
very extravagant in coſtly Buildings, and when his Trea- 
ſury was exhauſted, he endeavoured by Rapine and For- 
gerics to enrich himſelf. He never conferred an Office 
upon any man,but he would fay to him,T {0 knowe(t what I 
want, let us make it oar buſineſs that none n:ay vave any thing 
bit our ſitves. He took the curious and colily Images of 
the Heathen Gods of Gold aad Silver out of the Temple, 
and ſold them; and as he ſparc nor men, fo neither 
did ke ſpare the City of Rome z tor being diſpleaſed with 
the Building, narrowne(s, and croo':ccincls of rhe Streets, 
he ſent ſome Y1.lains, who made it their bufrne(s to run 
up and down, and ſet the City on fire, and whilſt 1t was 
a!l in a flame, he went up to the top of Mecemas his Tow- 
er, to feed his Eyes with that plecatant i:ght,and in aPlay- 
ers Habit tuned his Harp and tung a ſong oi the burmng 
of 7599; and when he afterward heard how 111 he was 
ſpoken of for this AR, he raiſed a Report, that it was 
one by the Chriftians, and thereupon uſed all manner 
of Cruelty toward them, and expoſed them to the fury 
of the People, who horridly tormented them, as if they 
had been common Burners and Leſiroyers of Cines, and 
the deadlyEnemies of Humane Society : Yea, Nev him- 
{elf cauſed ſome of them to be cloathed in wild Beaſts 
Skins, and torn to pieces with Dogs; others were cru- 
cified, ſome he made Bonfires of to light him 1n hus 
night ſports: In brief, ſuch exquitite Torments he put 
them,ro as cauſed their Enemies themſelves to pity them

ing weary of his life, defired ſome of h1s Actendar.ts to .

XI. T igeinus, one of the Captains of Nero's Guard , 

had been a principal abettoz, and encourager of him 1n + 
his Tyrannies, and the chief cauſe of the deathof ma- 
ny great Perſonages in Rome, enriching himſelf with 
their ſpoils, and the Robberies he committed ; After 
the death of _ whom in his extremity he foriook } 
he plunged himſelt, & wallowed in all manner of filtht- -- 
neſs and debauchery ; now though he was worthy of a - 
thouſand deaths for his Cruelties roward many worthy -. 
Citizens, yet by bribing ſome of the chief Favourites - 
of the ſucceeding Emperor Galba, he eſcaped being -. 
queſtioned ; but as ſoonas 0tho was inſtalled 1n the Em- 
pire, his deſtru&1on ſoon followed, for to gratify the 
Romans, Othoſent to apprehend him, whowas then 1n his 
Banquetring Houſes in the Fields, rioting and fporting 
with his Harlots, and finding himſelf chus ſurprized, and 
that he had no way co make his eſcape, though he had 
prepared Boats on purpoſe to carry him away in any 
danger; and not being able to bribe the Meſſenger ſent 
to take him, though he offered him great rewards, he 
Inreated only the favour to ſhave his beard before he. . 
went, which being granted, he took a rafor, and inſtead- : 
ſhaving, cur his own throat, Beards Theatre. 
XII. Antonius Helioza5alus, Emperor of Rome was in- 
famous for Cruelry, Glutrony, Luſt, and all manner of 
wickedneſs, and his death was anſwerable to his life ; he - 
ad his name from an Idol of the Sun, whoſe Prieft he 
ud been in Syria, and being exceeding rich, by his pro- - 
ule gifts to h1sSouldiers,he procured himſelf to be cho- 
Emperor,and ſending Meſſengers thereof to Rome, he = 
Ws by the Senate accepted; iuch. was the' luxurious 
pump of this Beaſtly Emperor, that he uſed Balm in his - 
Lamps,. KL

of Eſtriches, another time the Tongues of Popinyjays, 
and other ſn g ng Birds; when he was near the Sea, he 
woul1 never cart th, but in places far diſtant from the 
Sea, his Houſe was ſerved with the moſt delicate Frh, 
his Table was furniſhed with ſeven thouſa:14 Fiſhes, aad 
hve thouſand Fowls at one Supper 3 in his progrels he | 
was uſaally attended with ſix hundred Chariors; he 
craclly Sarrificed younz Children, and conferred the 
beſt Offices upon the moſt de»yauched Perſons, as Bawds, 
F:idlers, Players, and the lie, in a word he was an utter 
Enemy to all haneity and So>ricty ; and when he ws 
forerold by his Aſtrologers, and Sorcerers, that he 
ſhould die a violent death, he provided Ropes of Silkto 
hang himſelf, fivords of G: 11 to ſtab himſelf, and ſtrong 
Poylons in Jacinths, and Emeraulds to poyſon himiclh, 
if he ſhould on a ſudden be forced rhereto z he Iikewile 
made an high Tower, and covered the floor with Plares 
of Gold inlaid with precious Stones, and undernexti 
the window the ground was covered with Sands di 
Gold, from whence he might throw himſelf down, 1! 
he were perice | of his Enemies ; but notwithſtandirg

Caligula, another Roman Emperour, beganto 
ſhew his Cruelty to his own kindred as. ſoon as he was 
ſetled in the Empire ; dittuheriring, and then ſlaying T 7- 
berius, who was Co-hcir with him ; he compelled his Fz- 
ther in Law to murder inmſelf,envying his Nobility, Vir- 
tues, and Atfinity to him; his Adulteries were moſt a- 
byminable; abuſing betroched Virgins, and Married 
Wiv.s, whom after he had defiled he hare:l, and abhor- 
red, he a ſained not from the moſt Illuſtrious, and Ne- 
ble Women ; he cauſed his Grand-mother to kill her 
ſclf for reproviag '1m for his wickedne(s, and accuſed 
his ewo Siſters, wirh whom he had committed Inceſt for | 
Adu'teretles, and Conſpiraters againſt him, and there- 
fore bmiſhed them; he cauſed the head of the Image 
of 7iter to be taken off, and his own put in the place ; 
he built his Pallace as far as the Market p'ace, and fer 
upthe Images of Po?ux and Cador at his door, and oft 
ſtanding hetwecn them, would cauſe all that paſſed by, 
to wor{hip him as a God, and ſome of his flatterers cal- 
led tim 7aviter; he cauſed a Temple to be built fer 
his God-head, an had Prieſts and Sacrifices he uſed all 
frets of Magiſtrates ſcornfully, and 1rreverently, he 
roul dreach forih his Hands, and his. Feet to the Scna- 
tors to be Wor{hipped, and tho who had this favour, 
muſt publickly chank him for it 1n the Senate ; ſome of 
the Senators he privately murthered, and yet woul4 
have them called for, as if they had been living, and a 
few days after would declare thatthey had murdered 
themſelves; many Perſons of good quality he would 
ltigmarize, er dimembcr,and then condemn them,ſome 
tO 
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tothe Mettal-mines, others to mend High-ways, fome 
to be caſt to wild Beaſts, and others to he ſawn aſunder; 
he uſed to compel Parents to be preſent at the torments 
of their Sons, and one excuſing himſelf by reaſon of his 
ſickn-fs, he ſent his Litter for him ; another aSKing 
whether he might not ſhut his Eyes, whilſt his Children 
were tormented, he cauſed him to he ſlain for it; ano- 
ther Father he brought home with him from ſeeing the 
miſerable death of his Son, and would force him to 
laugh, jeſt, and be merry. A Roman Knight being caſt to 
the wild Beaſts, declared thar he was Innocent, upon 
which he cauſed him to be brought back, and to have his 
tongue cut out, and thento be caſt to them again. If he 
wanted Condemned Perſons to be thrown to the wild 
Beaſts, he would cauſe his Officers to ſeize any that ſtood 
near, and throw them to be torn to pieces, having firſt 
cur out their Tongues, that they might tell no tales; 
when he deſigned todeſtroy any one of the Senators, he 
ſuborned ſome Perſon to go into the Senate houſe, and 
there proclaim him a publick Enemy, and ſopreſently 
murther him.neither would he be ſatisfied till his Mem- 
| bers, joints, and Bowels were drawn about the Streets, 
| and then brought, and laid on an heap before him; he 
would not ſuffer any to be ſlain preſently, but comman- 
| ded the Hangman © to ſtrike, that they might feel rhem- 
| ſelves die ;hc had a Horſe whichhe named Swift,whom 
{ he invited to Supper, and gave him Provender in a Gol- 
| denManger,and drankWine to himin golden Bowls ; he 
| fore by his Horſes health and Fortune, and promiſed 
s to make him a Conſul, as before he had made hima 
# Prieſt; he cauſed a Marble Stable to be built for him, 
and a Manger of Ivory, with Horſecloaths of Purple, 
8 and a chain of precious Stones ; he gave him likewiſe a 
| Houſe furniſhed with coſtly Houſhold-ſtuft, and Ser- 
| vants, that he might the more ſplendidly enterrain thoſe 
| who in his name were invited to bc his Gueſts; having 
{by ſuch mad profuſeneſs, and prodigaliry exhauſted his 
[Treaſury, he ſought by all unjuſt and oppreſſive means 
[to ſupply his wants 3 he diſannulied many _—_ _ 
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becauſe they had not made him their Heir ; he flew nia- 
ny rich Men, and ſerzed upon their Eſtates, and confiſ- 
caed che Eſtates of oth=rs, fo that itwas a Crime to be 
rich; he levied unheard of Taxes and Tributes; he 
proclaimed, that at New-years-tide he would receive 
New-years-gifts, and himſelf ſtood at the door to re- 
ceive all thar were brought him, evcn by the Common 
People 3 he ſerup likewiſe a Bawdy, houſe, or Stews 1n 
his own Pa!lace, and therc1n proftituted the chicfeſt 
Women, and the moſt noble Boys ro the Lufſts of all, 
and made gain, and advantage to himſclt thereby ; he 
was fo enamoured with a defire of handling Monev, that 
he cauied huge heaps of Gold to ve ſpread over a large 
Room, an4{ wou!d' walk bare-foot upon 1t, and ſome- 
times would ſtrip himſelf naked, and ro!l himſelf upon 
it; he was an horrid Atheiſt, and deſperate Blaſphemer 
of the Deity, and yet when 1t thundered, he would 
wrap his head and face in his Garments; and if the 
Thunder were great, he would run under his Bed to 
hide himſelf, and yer he had cauſed an Engine to be 
made, whetewith to Thunder againſt Heaven, when it 
Thundered, and to Lighten againſt the Lightning, and 


when a Thunderiolt fell, he would throw up a Stone 


toward Heaven, ſaying, Either do thon defiroy me, or I will 
deſtroy thee ; and it was not long ere he met with his ju# 
reward; he deſigned a Progrefs. into Alexandria, reſoi- 
ving before he went to murther al>the chiefeſt Men in 
and about Rome, wiſhing, That all the People of Rome had 
but ore =_\ that he migh: cut them, off at one blow; be- 


ling frerred that no terrible Calamities had happened m_

twoof theTribunes conſpired againſt him,and one asking 
him ſome queſtion abcut his Office, received a very 
harſh Anſwer, whereupon he gave the Emperour {uch a 
ſtroke berween the hcad and ſhoulders, that with it, 
and the blows of the Accomplices who ruſhed in upon 
him, he was ſlain amongſt them, no man ſtirring in his 


defence, though many looked on, and might have aided. 
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him if they would ; he.was no ſooner killed, but the 
Confpirators likewiſe (lew his beft beloved Wife Ceſoria 
a Woman of prodigious luſt and filthine'$ ; they 
took his younger Daughter, and daſhed ovt her Brains 
againſt the Walls. After his death there were fourd in 
his Cloſet two Books, one called his Sword, the other his 
Dageey, whercin were contained the names of all thoſe 
whom he had defign=<d to ſlaughter ; thcre was feund al. 
ſoa great Cheſt ſtufled with all forisof the moſt deadly 
Poyſons, which being thrown into the Sea, poyſoned;

Enemies of God, who fight againſt the Chriſtians, weep, I

Amongſt others, forry young Gentlemen that were 
Souldiers, freely confeſſed themſelves to be Chriſtians, 
declaring to the Marſhal their names, who being ama- 
zed at their boldneſs, was in doubt what to do ; he en- 
deavoured with flatteries, and promites of preferment, 
w win them, perſuading them to conſider their youth,

Domitian by his Cruelties grew terrible and hateful to 
his very Friends and Servants, yea to his own Wite; a 
certain Aſtrologer boaſted to him, that. by his Art he 
could foretel what ſhould come to paſs ; Domitian aſked 
him if he foreſaw what his own end ſhould be ; hean- 
ſwered, Thatibe ſhould be torns intieces of Dogs : Domitian to 
prove him a Lyar, commanded him preſently to be 
lain, and his Body to be burat to aſhes ; but as they 
were about todo it, ſo violent a ſhower happened, as 
quenched the fire, and immediarely Do2s came, and tore 
him in pieces; this much increaſed the fear of Domiti.zr, 
who had been told by a Chdean- when, and how he 
ſhould die, which ſoon after happened, -and the venge- 
ance of Heaven fe} uponthim-for all his Tvranny, and 
Cruelty ; forSt«phamus.one. of isOfficers,detiring to ſpeak 
with him in private, preſented him with a writing,which 
whilſt he was looking upon, he ſtabbed him with a Dag- 
ger into the lower part of his Belly; bur not being quite 
dead, ſeven of his own freed men came abour him, and 
diſpatched him ; it is ſaid that a while before his death, 
a Chough ſpoke Gr:eb from the T.zypeian Rock, which was

Bedchamber, Lipſus Monit. !ib. 1. | 
XVIII. Maximinus the Emperour was born in Thra-þ 
ci ;, his Parents were Barbarians; but being of a yaſt Þ 
body, and huge ſtrength, fo that he could lift a Cart | 
loaden , he applied himſelf ro the Wars, under the 
Emperour Severus, who obſerving his Strength, Afivity 
and Induſtry, preferred him to divers Offices in the Þ 
Army, inſomuch that when Severys was ſlain, the Army F 
made him Emperour: Having thus attained to this 
high Dignity, he flew all thoſe that knew any thing of 
the baſeneſs of hisBirth; yea many of his friends,who in 
his low condition had often relieved him : He would 
not ſuffer any Nobleman to be about him : He cruelly 
murdered all the Servants of Severus his Predeceflor,and 
executed many of the Souldiers, hanging ſome, knock- 
ing others on the head, and throwing others to wild 
Beaſts : He hired and ſuborned ſome Villains at Rome 
to accuſe divers of the Senators of Treaſon, whom he 
pu commanded to be {lain : By which means he 
became © feared, and conſequently hated,and abhorred, 
that the Senate, yea the Women daily in their Temples, 
made ſolemn Prayers and Supplications againſt him, 
He ſlew divers of his Captains; which ſo provoked the 
Souldiers, that one day as he with his Son, whom he

quaking, and half frozen with cold ; neither could he 
by any means recover his heat, until by Art they en-

Luftach King of Scotland, ſucceeded his Fath: r 
Ga/dy5 that Ringdoin, but was fo wretched and mil- 
chievous a Tyrant, that his Subjetts hated him no lecfs 
for his Vices, than they loved his Father for his Virtues 3 
he murdered many Rich, and Noble Perſons for no cauſe 
but only to inrich himſcIf with theirEſtates;he commurred 
the Government of theRealm to debanched & wretched 
Perſons, in whoſe Company he chiefly delighted, he was 
lo impudent as to deflour his own Aunts, Sifters, and 
Daughters, and to forſske his own Wife, and (corned 
the Advice and Council of his wiſe and grave Counſel- 
lors, calling them 01d 4uting Fools, all which monſtrous 
Villagies with a thouſand more,lo incenſed his Nobility, 
that they flew him after he had reigned three years bur. 
4s the Proverb ſays, Seldom comes 2 b<tter, for another Ty-. 
5 raar, 
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rant as bad, if not worſe, ſucceeded him,called Mogallys, 
Coſen German to Luffach, a Man notoriouſly infected 
wth all manner of wickedneſs, for though at firſt he 
gave himſelf to follow the wiſdom, and gocd Govern-F 
ment of h1s Uncle Galdys, yet in his old Age, his vices 
abundantly difcovered themſelves, bur chiefly in Op-Þ 
preſſion, Lechery , and Cruelty; this King LicenſedF 
Theives and Robbers to take the Goods of their Neigh-Þ 
bours without puniſhment,and he firſt ordained that the Þ 
Goocs of condemned Perſons ſhould be confiſcate to the 
Kings uſe without reſpeR e1ther to their Wives, Chil-P 
«ren, or Creditors; but he alſo like his Predecefſor was Þþ 
flain by his Nobles. There was likewiſe another King of Þ 
Scots, called Athirco, inthe year 240. who ſhewed him- | 
ſelf a moſt abominable wretch, for ke wallowed in all | 
manner of unclean, and effeminate Luſts, and was net F 
aſhamed to go along the Streets 1n ſight of the People, Þ 
playing upon a Flwe, rejoycing more to be accounted | 
a good Fidler, than a 200d Prince , from thus he pro-f

XXI. Toodovich, King of France, for his negligence, 
and (luggiſhne's in his Government, vas Depoled,and of Þ 
a King wes made a Fryar, being put into a Monaſtery, | 
and Childerich ſucceeded him, who exercifed Barbarous, F 
aud Inhumane Crue!ty upon his SubjeRts; for he ſpared |

John Cameron, Biſhop of Glaſgow, was much 
given to violence and oppreſſion, and committed many 
deeds full of- Cruelty, and Covetouſnefs, eſpecially upon 
his own Tenants & Vaſlals, & 1s reported to have made a 
fearful, and unhappy end;for 1n the year 1445. the night 
before Chriſtmas day, as he lay aſleep 1n his Houſe, about

NXTY, In the aforementioned examples, we have 

given 
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g1ven an Account of the flagitious ations, and ends of 
Murderers and Tyrants by whole-ſale, as being Perſons 
of great power, and without reſtraint, whereby they 
had opportunity to do the greater miſchicf to mankind ; 
but Divine Juſtice has not ſpared thoſe of meaner quali- 
ty, buthath both wonderfully diſcovered, and revenged 
thoſe crying ſins of Murder,and Cruclty,as the following 
inſtances do fully demonſtrate. 

XXV. Bothwell, who was the chief contriver, and 
actor of the Murther of King Henry of Scotland, Father 
roour King 7ames, fled into Denmark, where being dif- 
eovered, he was apprehended, and 1mprifoned by the 
King, and diſparing of recovering his liberty, he fell 
mad, andended his life moſt miſerably ; the Archbiſhop 
of St. Andrews alſo, who had a hand in the murther of 
that King, being taken in the Caſtle of Dumbarton, was 
carried to Sterling, and hanged publickly on a Gibber 
ere&ed for that purpoſe. In the year 1534. Whilſt our 
King 7ames was m Scotland, there were wwo Gentlemen 
of good credit, the one called John C:mingham, and the 
other Malcolm Douglas, who was much feared for his Þ 
vatour and manhood; thele two were falſly accuſed by 
ſome about the King, and one Robert Hamilton was ſubor- 
ned to ſwear againſt them, when the Indi&ment ef Doug- 
Ls was read, he denied all, and fully cleared himſelf by 
the unlikclyhood of the accuſation, ſothar all thar heaxd 
him, did intheir minds believe him innocent 3 yet were 
they both condemned and hanged at Edenowgh theſe 
Gentlemen were much piried, efpecially Douglas 3 Ha- 
miltos the falſe Accuſer, lived ever after this in continual 
fear. and abhcrred of all men, bur ar laſt he was (lain by 
one 7ames Johnſton, wiio had vowed to revenge the deat 
of Donglas. Spotſwoeds Hill. Scotland. 

KXVI. Sir Fames TFyrril, Folm Dighton, and Miles 
For et, whe were procured by Riciardthe Third,called 
Cool -bach , ro murder King Edw.:rd the Fifth, and his 
Erorher in the Tower, by entring their Chamber about 
midnight. and wrapping them up i the cloths, keeping 
donna the Veather-beds and Pillows hard upon their 
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mouths.till they were ſmothered. Theſe three Murderers 


did not long _ theVengeance of God ; for Miles For- 
127 rotted away by piecemeal. Dightoz lived at Calais ſo 
difdained and hated of all men, that he dicd there in 
much miſery :And Sir James Ty»1il was beheaded onTower 
Hill for Treaſon. Ai. & Mo. TheCardinal of Winch.com- 
monly called the Rich Cardinal) who procured the 
death of the good Duke of Gloceſter, in King Henyy the 
Sixth's Time,) was ſhortly after ſtruck with an incu- 
rable Diſeaſe ; who underſtanding by his Phyſicians that 
he could not live, murmuring and repining thereat, he 
cryed out, Fi:, Will not Death be hive ? Wi? Monty do 
nothing 2 Mu T die that have ſo great Riches ? If the whole 
Realm would ſave my life, I am able either by Policy to get 
it, or by Riches to buyit : But all would not prevail; for 
he died miſerably ſoon after. Speeds Chron. 

XXVII. The Duke of S:ffolk alſo did not long _ - 
unpuniſhed ; for in a Parliament holden ſoon after, he 
was accuſed as a Traitor to the Kingdom, a Murderer of 
the Duke of Gloceſter, and a Robber of the King's Trea- 
ſury , for all which he was baniſhed for five years; he 
took Shipping in Suffolk , intending for France, but by 
the way, being encountred by a Man of War, that be- 
longed to the Tower, he was taken and carryed into Do- 
rt Road,. where cn the f:de of a Ship-boat one cur 
off his head x4 50.

vant to a Chirurgeon, ito after a while ſent him to 
the Eaf-Trdies; there by lis diligence and induſtry he 
got money, with which he returnea home ; and long. 
ing to.{cc 11s native Countr 
ſmall Ship from Lowdon Weſtward ; but cre he attain-

Merchant was caſt into Priſon, and being tortured in a 
moſt cruel! manner, by this wretched Hangman, he 
though Innocent, confeſſed himſelf the Murderer, 
and ſo was condemned -to an horrible Death, which 
he ſuffered accordingly ; Now was the Executioner 
jecure, and ſeemed to be free from all danger: When 

the wakeful Juſtice of Heaven diſcovered the Villany, 
tor he wanting Money, had pawned a Silver Bowl to 

a 7ew, who finding upon it the Coat of Arms of the 

Merchant newly executed, ſent it to the Magittrate, 

with notice thereof 5 whereupon the Hangman was 

immediately caſt into Priſon , and being examined 
how he came by the Cup, he there contelled all, as 


Murderer : Thus the Innocency of the Merchant was

XLVII. In 1551. Ayoung Woman at Pars had her 
rains beaten out by a Man with a Hammer, near a

XLIX. Parthensus Treaſurer to Theodobert, King 0

And of the 
truth of this, I ſhall collect ſome few remarkable Re- 
lations, as I find them in Hiſtory.

from the Room where the P rovifion was kept, where- 
of they uſed two for the bottom, two others for the 
hdes, and the third for the Prow or Poop, and fo 
madeup ſomewhat that was morelike a Trough than a 
Boat, their quilt ſerved them for Tow, and having 
pitcht the Boat well, they (et it into the water, but 
When they would have got into it, they found that 
two men loaded it ſo, that-beingin danger of fink- 
ng, two of the four deſfifted from that Enterpriſe, 
othat only two, an Engliſh-man, and a Dutch-man 
adventured in it; all the tackling they had, was two 
Vars, and a little Sail, all their proviſion, a little 
Bread, and freſh Water, and ſo they put to Sea, 
ithout either compaſs, or Aſtrolabe ; The firſt day,a 
empelt at every wave filled their Boat, and they were 
orced to go as the wind drove, they were continu- 


aliy imployed in caſting out the water, the Sea_had 


poiled their bread, and they were almoſt quite ſpent, 


hen they were caſt upon the Coalts of Barbary ;

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There they found a little Wood , wherewith they 
ſomewhat inlarged their Boat, but narrowly eſcapin 
Death by the Mzors, they got to Sea again: Thirk 
troubled them moſt, for which they made ſome ſhift

IT. Horrible was that Tragedie which the /7:/::m 
Tydies beheld in the Perſons of ſeven Engl:/9-men 
the Relation of it take as followeth. The forementic 
ned ſeven being in St. Chriſtophers Ifland, had prepared 
themſelves for a Voyage of one night, and had taken 
with them Proviſions for no1longer a time, but a Te 
peſt intercepted their return, and carried them foe; 
far off into the Sea , that they could not return home

VIE. One Gregor! Crow, who dwelt at Malden in 
Eſſex, was going in 1... Boat with his man and boy to 
fetch Fullers Earth, but by the way meeting with a 
ſtorm, his Boat was driven upon a bank of Sand, 
anc! there. ſunk 3 the men were glad to hang upon 
the Matt, but poor Crew ſeeing his New Teſtament in 
tie water, Which he highly prized, catcht it up, and 
put it into his Boſom : The Tydebeing gone, they 
were left upon the Sand, at leaſt Ten miles from 
Land : In this great diſtreſs they beſeeched God to 
find out away tor their deliverance, for within half 
an hourit would be flood, but in this little time be- 
fore, they found a Cheſt, wherein was Five Pounds, 
Six Shillings, Eight Pence ; which honeſt Crow cat 
it into the Sea again, ſaying, zf God will pleaſe toſave 
our lives, he will provide w a little food, and ſo they 
went again up to the Maſt, where they to Admirati- 
on, hung by the Arms and Legs for Ten hours toge- 
ther, only the Boy was weary, that beaten with 
the Waves, he fell off, and was drowned ; Now 
their fears increaſe upon them, and they know not 
What to do; but Crow adviſes his Man to cut down 
the Maſt, and when the flood came again, to fit up- 
on it, and fo fays he, zt may pleaſe God to drive us to 
ſonie Ship 3 This Counſel was taken, they commit 
themſelves.to God upon this Maſt, and thus continued 
Tuelday; night, Wedneſday, and Wedneſday night, 
in which time the Man was ſo tired with Hunger, 
Watching, and Cold, that he died : Now was Crow 
left alone in this fad and deplorable condition, who 
prayed more earneſtly for ſuccour and relief, but durſt 
not ſleep, leaſt the Sea ſhould beat him off the Maſt, 
and when this diftrefled Creature was almoſt ſpent, 
his fleth ſodden with Sea-water, and his Eyes almoſt 
cloſed up with Salt: In this Extreauty, Providence 
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preſents a Ship going for Antwerp, and the Wind 
not being favourable, they were driven out of the 


ot way thither, and eſpying ſomething afar off in the 


Sea , they ſuppoſed it to be a Fiſher-boy, and ſteered 
from it 3 Crow ſeeing this, held up his Cap, and 
ſhaked it over his head, whereby at lenght they were 
moved to go to him, and fo they toox himin ; when 
he came into the Ship, though he was half dead, 
yet being careful of his New Teſtament, he pluckt it 
out of his Boſom, and gave it to ſome to dry ; They 
in the Ship were careful of him, and with great diffi- 
culty recovered him, and carried him with them to 
Antwerp , where the fame of his being ſo miracu- 
touſly preſerved, drew many to fee him, and re- 
lieve him with neceflarys, Ats. and Monuments. 

IX. In the year 1630. May 1. The Moſcovy Mar-: 
chants of London ſent a Ship, called the Salutation 
for Greenland , which arrived there. in ſafety, June 11. 
following , together with two other Ships, all which 
were commanded by Captain Wiltam Goodler : The 
Captains Ship ftayed at Belſound, The Salutation at 
the Foreland , the Captain having killed ſtore of 
Whales, made a quick Voyage, and ſent for the Salu- 
tation to take in part of her Train-Oyl; in the way 
meeting with croſs winds, the Maſter ſent Eight of 
his Men aſhore to Kill ſome Veniſon, who taking . | 
with them a brace of Dogs, a Firelock, two Lances, 
and a Tinder-box went on ſhore, and killed fourteen 
200d Dear ;.night coming on , being weary, they 
went to relit, intending next day to end their hunt- 
ing, and return to their Ship ; But the next day 
proved foggy, and much Ice being betwixt the ſhore 
and the Ship , the Ship was fain to {tand ſo far off in- 
to the Sea , that they loſt ſight of her 3 They hunted 
on to Green Harbour , and there they found that the 
Ship was departed ; they made. all ſpeed pofitble 
with their Shallop to Bel/ound to their Captain, and . 
for fear of delay, heaved their Veniſon over-board, 
but having no compatis, they wandred .up and dgwn 
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ſo long, till the Ships were departed 5 This filled 
them with fear and aſtoniſhment , knowing that nei- 
ther Chriſtian nor Heathen had ever Inhabited thoſe 
deſolate Climates, and they had heard, that the Mof- 
covy Merchants had once procured the reprieve of ſe- 
veral Malefactors condemned to Death here in Eng- 
land, to whom they promiſed pardon, with rewards, 
and Provifion of all things neceflary, if they would 
ſtay one winter there , but when they came thither 
and took a view of the deſolatneſs of the place, they 
| choc rather to return for Egland, and fatifie the 
| Law with the loſs of their Lives, than to {tay in fo de- 
folate and darkſome a Countrey z They remembred 
alſo a more terrible inſtance of Nine able men left 
there formerly by the fame Maſter, who now left 
them, that all dyed miterably upon the place, and 
whoſe Bodies were wretchedly disfigured by the Bears 
and Foxes; All which made them ſtand like men 
amazed, looking one upon another ; and that which 
increaſed their horrour was, their want of all ne- 
ceflary proviſions, no Clothes for Shift ,or Warmth; 
no Food, no Houle for Shelter ; After a while, conſt- 
dering the danger of delay in Extremity, they advi- 
ſed upon the moſt likely courſe for their Preſervati- 
on ; aid reſolved to go to Green Harbour , to hunt for 
 Venifon, where in their going, ſtay, and return, they 
hiited nineteen Deer , and four Bears, with which 
they laded their Shallop, and finding another old 
S1allop left there, they laded it with the Greaves and 
Fritters of Whales that had been boyled there that 
year, and fo took their way to Belſo:md to their T ent, 
where they intended to winter ; In the way of their 
Paſhge, taey had like to have loſt all their Proviſt- 
on, but ſaved it by a deſperate Remedy, running into 
tie high-wrought Sea , and by force drawing their 
Shallops to the ſhore; This done, they arrived at 
Belſound , where they took out their Proviſion , con- 
ſidered their Tent, and with part of the Materials ot 


2 Teiit thereby ; pieces of od Caske, and old Shal- 
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lops (as'tis uſual ) they made up their Houſe and Cab- 
bin, where they lodged two, and two z; and with. 
Marvellous Induſtry, provided themſelves with Fire, 
Wood, and Shelter againſt the Extremity of the cold, 
their Beds were the Deer-skins dryed ; Having thus: 
fitted every thing, in the beſt manner.they could, on 
the Twelfth of September looking out into the Sound, 
they eſpied two Sea-Horſes lying aſleep on a piece of 
Ice , whereupon haſting to them, with an old Harp- 
ing Iron they flew them both, then flead , roaſted, 
and eat them, not long after they killed another, but 
darkneſs and cold increaſing upon them , and they 
viewing their Proviſion, found it too ſmall by half, 
whereupon they agreed to eat one reaſonable meal a 
day,and to faſt Wedneſdays and Fridays, except from 
the Greaves of the Whale, a loathſome meat , at

make the Kee!, but becauſe it was impofiible to con- 
vey it of that length out of the City, but it muſt be 
ſeen and ſiſ>ected ; we therefore cut it in two pieces, 
and fitted it for jointing juſt at the middle , and then 
ve provided Ribs, after which we made the Boat 
water-tite, and becauſe Boards would require much 
hammering, and that noiſe was like to betray us, we 
bought as much {trong Canvas as would cover our Boat 
twice over upon the Convex of the Carine ; We 
provided alſo as much Pitch, Tar, and Tallow, as 
would ſerve *to make it a kind of Tarpawling Cere- 
cloth to ſwaddle the Naked Body of our Infant Boat; 
of two Pipeitaves ſawed at the Corners , we made 
two things to ſerve for Oars,- and for our proviſion, 
we had a little Bread, and two Leather Bottles full of 
freſh-water, we alſo remembred to buy as much Can-

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was as would ſerve for a fail ; we carried out theſe in 
parts and parcels fitted them together in the Valley 
about half a mile from the: Sea , whither Four of our 
Company. carried the Boat on-their Shoulders, and 
thereit followed them, at the Sea-ſide we ftript , put 
our clothes into: the Boat, and carried it and them 
as far into the Sea 'as we could wade, and then all 
ſeven got into the Boat, but finding ſhe was over- 
laden, two of the Sea-men were content to {tay on 
ſhore; Having bid them farewel, we anched out June 
30. 1644. The Bill of Lading was Fohn Anthony, 
William Adams , John Fephs, John the Carpenter, 
and Filham Okeley; Four of us wrought continually 
at the Oar, the Fifth was to free the Boat of that wa- 
ter, which by degrees leaked through our Canvas; 
our bread was ſoon ſpoiled with ſoaking in the Salt- 
water ; our Freſh-water ſtunck of the Tanned Skins 
and- Owze, yet we complained not ; Three days 
with good Husbandry our bread laſted us, but then 
pale famine ſtared us in the face , water indeed we 
might have , but it mujit be Salt, out of the Sea, 
or that which-had been {train'd through our own Bo- 
dies, and that we choſe of the two ; but we muſt 
not have that after a while, unleſs we would accept of 
the other firit ; and the miſery was, that did not aſ- 
(wage our thirit , but increaſe it ; The Wind too 
for (ome time was full againſt us, but God rebuked it, 
and made it our Friend; a ſecond inconvenience 
was, that our Labour was without intermitlion z.and 
a third, the-Extremity of the heat by day, the ſeaſon 
raging hat, the beginning of July, and we wanted 
Freſh-water to cool the heat ; our labour made it in- 
ſupportable to our Bodies, and our little hope madeit 
as grievous to our Souls, one help we had, a poor 
one, he that emptied the Boat, threw the water on 
the Bodies of tie other to cool them, but our Bodkes 
thus ſcorched and cooled , roſe up in Bliſters all 
over ; Great pain we felt , great dangers we were i, 
-great miſeries we indured, great Wants we were bel 
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der, and had nothing but a little hope, food, 
and ftrength ; If any ask by what directions we 
ſteered our courſe to Mayorch, whither we deſigned 
togo ; for the day a Pocket Dial did ſupply the place 
of a Corfipaſs, by night the Stars when they appear- 
ed, and when not, we guefled our way by the Moti- 
ons ofthe Clouds ; Four days and nights were wein 
this woful plight, on the fifth all hope, that we ſhould 
be ſaved, was periſhed, ſo that we let off our Labour, 
becauſe we had no ſtrength left, only we emptied 
the Boat of water 3 But then God ſent us ſome re- 
lief, for as we lay hulling up and down, we dicover- 
ed a Tortoiſe, not far from us aſleep in the Sea, had 
Drake diſcovered the Spaniſh Fleet, he could not have 
more rejoiced, we took up our Oars, filently rowed 
to our prey, took it into the Boat with great Triumph, 
we cut off her head, and let her bleed into a pot, 
we drank the Bloud, eat the Liver, and fucked the 
Fleſh: It wonderfully refreſhed our Spirits, and we 
picked up fome crumbs of hope : About Noon we. 
thought we diſcovered Land, it's impofiible to ex- 
preſs the joy of our raiſed Souls at this apprehenſion, 
we wronght hard, and after further labour were fully 
atisfied that it was Land, and proved to be Mayor >, 
which we kept within fight of all day : Fly 6. about 
10 at night we came under the Ifland, and crept as 
near the ſhore as we could, and durſt, till we found a 
convenient place, where we might thruſt in our 
Weather-beaten Boat; when we were come to Land, 
we were not inſenſible of our dekiverance 3 but, 
though 'we had eſcaped the Sea, we might die at » 
Land; we had no food fince we eat the Liver, and 
drank the bloud of the Tortoiſe ; therefore John An- 
thony and- my felf were ſent out to ſcout abroad for 
freſh-water , becauſe we ſpak ſome Spaniſh 35 we 
came toa Watch-tower of the Spaniards, ſpake to 
them on the Watch, told them our condition,carneſt- 
ly bezged fome treſh water, and ſome Bread, he 
threw 
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threw us down an old mouldy Cake ; but fo long as it 


was a Cake, hunger did not confxder its mouldineſs ; 
then he directed us to freſh water which was hard 
by 3 we ſtood not telling of ſtorys, we remembred 
our Brethern left with our Boat, and obſerving the 
Centinels DireCtions, came to a Well, where there 
Was a Pot with ſtrings to draw with, we drank a lit- 
tle water, and eat a bit of our Cake, but the Paſ- 
ſage was ſo diſuſed, that we had nmch ado to force 
our Throats to relieve our clamorons Stomachs z we 
return to our Boat, acquaint them with the good ſuc- 
ſeſs of our Embafly, and all prepare to make to the 
Well; ſo tying our Boat as fait as we could to the 
ſhore, we left her to Mercy : Now we are at the 
well, which hath water therein, and we have ſome- 
thing to draw, but God: muſt give us a Throat to 
ſwallow; for Wiliam Adams attempting to drink, 
after many Efſays,was. not able to ſwallow it, but 
{till the water returned, ſo that he ſunk down to the 


- ground faintly ſaying I am 4 deqg Man, but after 


much {triving he took alittle, So rEfreſhed with our 
Cake and water, we lay by the Well fide, till the 
morning ; When it was clear day, we again went to 
the Watchman, intreating him to direct us the ready 
way to the next Houſe or Town, where we might 
find relief; He civily pointed us to one about two 
miles off, and long it was, ere our bliſtring feet 
could overcome the tediouſneſs of that little way; 


| when we came thither, the honeſt Farmer moved 


with our Re'ation, ſent us Bread, and Water, and 
Olives, and ſeeing us thankful Beggars, inlarged his 
civility to us, called us into his houſe, and gaveus 
good warm Bean pottage, which ſeemed to me the 
moft- pleaſant#ood that ever eat in my life ; T hence 
we advanced to the City 'of Mayork, about Ten miles 


| from-that place, that night welay by a Well fide, and 
| in the tmiorning we'entred the Suburbs ; 'The Vice 


Roy was informed of us, and we were commanded to 


appear before him, who after he had examined a 
and

and heard our Story, ordered we ſhould be maintain- 
ed at his own Coft, till we could have paſſage to our 
own Country ; But our Enpl;ſ72 Ships ſeldom tra- 


ding thither , we petitioned the Vice Roy for Paſſage 


in the King of Spams Gallies, which were in the Road 
bound for Al:cant , which he graciouſly granted us; 
After ſome other troubles, we met with contrary 
winds , and it was five weeks e're we could reach the 
Downs, Where we arrived in Sept. 1644. The Com- 
mander of the Ship was Captain Smzth of Rotherhith, 
Mr. Tho. Saunders, my Wives Brother. being in Mayork, 
not long after we came from thence, ſaw our Boat 
hung up for a Monument upon the fide of the great 
Church there ; and Mr. Robert Hales was there 1671, 
and affures me , that he ſaw the naked Ribs and Ske- 
leton of it then hanging in the ſame place. 7anly Hiſt.

X II. A Ship of New-England going from Boſton, 


to ſome other parts of America, was through the con= 


tinnance of contrary winds kept Iong at Sea, fo that | 
they were in very great ſtraights for want of Provi- | 
fon, and ſeeing they could not hope for any relief |} 


from the Earth, nor the Sea, they apply themſelves 


to Heaven in humble and. hearty Prayers , but no-| 
calm inſuing , one of them made this ſorrowtul Moti- | 
on, that they thould caſt Lots which of them ſhould | 


die firſt, to ſatisfie the ravenous Hunger of the reſt; 


after many a fad debate, they came to a reſult, the | 
Lot is caſt, and one of the Company. is taken , but} 
where is the Executioner to be found to aCt this Of- | 
fice upon a poor innocent ? It is Death now to then | 
to think who ſhall aCt this bloody part in the Trage- || 
dy 3 But before they fall upon this involuntary Exe-- 
cution, they once more went unto their Prayers, and | 
while they were calling upon: God, he anſwered them, | 
for there leapt a mighty Fiſh into the Boat, which | 
was a double joy to them , not only in relieving their | 
miſerable hunger , which no doubt made them quick | 
Cooks, but becauſe they lookt upon it to be ſent from j 
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God, and was a Token of their deliverance; But alas 
the Fiſh is ſoon eaten, and their former Exigencies 
come upon them, which ſunk their Spirits in def- 
pair, for they know not of another Morſe! : To Lots 
they go again the ſecond time, which falls upon ano- 
ther Perſon , but ſtill none can be found to ſacrifice 
him ; they again ſend their Prayers to Heaven, with 
all manner of fervency , when behold a fecond an- 
ſwer from above ; A great Bird lights, and fixes it 
ſelf upon the Maft, which one of the Company 
$ eſpies, and up he goes, and there ſhe ſtands, till he 
$ took her with his hand by the Wing ; this was Lite 
$ from the Dead a ſecond time, and they feaſted them- 
q ſelyes herewith , as hoping this ſecond Providence 
was a fore-runner of their compleat deliverance; but 
they have ſtill the ſame diſappointments, they can 
feeno Land, they know not where they are, hun- 
ger again increaſes upon them , and they have no 
hopes to be ſaved,but by a third miracle; they are re- 
duced thethird time to the former courſe and ſtraight 
q to calt Lots, and when they were going to the heart- 
F breaking work to put him to Death upon whom 
C it fell, they go to God their old Friend in Adverſity, 
| by humble and hearty Prayers ; and now they look, 
and look again, but there is nothing ; their Prayers 
are concluded, and nothing appears, yet ſtill they 
hoped and ſtayed., till at laſt one of them eſpies a 
Ship , which puts new Life into all their Spirits, 
they bear up with the Veſlet, they man their Boat, 
_they defire, and beg like periſhing humble Suppliants 
Ito be taken in, which they are admitted , and the 
{Commander being acquainted with one of them , re- 
ieves them plentifully , and ſets them all ſafe aſhore, 
to the great rejoycing of their Souls, Sea Delzve- 
ances. 

XIIT. In the year 1616. One P:ihman a Fleming 
oming from Droutheim in Norway, with a Veſlel laden 
ith Boards was overtaken with a calm , daring 
hich, the current of the Sea carried him upon 4 
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Rock, or little Iſland toward the Extremities of Scor- 
land, to avoid a wreck , he commanded ſome of his 
men to gointo the Shallop, and to tow off the Ship-;z 
coming near the Iſland, they faw ſomething which 
was more like a Ghoſt, than a living Creature; a Bo- 
dy ſtark naked, black and hairy, a meager and de- 
formed countenance, and hollow and diſtorted eyes ; 
he fell on his knees, and joining his hands together, 
begged relief ; which raiſed ſuch compatiion in them, 
that they took him into the Boat : There was in all 
the Iſland no Graſs, nor Tree, nor ought whence a 
man could deriveeither ſuitenance or ſhelter, befides 
the ruins of a Boat wherewith he had made a kind of 
Hut to lie down under ; The man gave this Relation 
of himſelf ; That he was an Engliſh man, and that 
about a year before being to go in the Paſſage Boat 
from England to Dublin, they were taken by a French 
Pyrate, who being forced by a Tempeſt that immedi- 
ately aroſe to let go the Paſſage Boat, left us to the 
mercy of the Waves,which carried us into tlie main 
Sea, and at laſt (plir the Boat upon the Rock, where 
you took mein; I eſcaped with one more into the 
Iland, where we indured the greateſt Extremities. 
Of ſome of the boards of the Boat we made the Hut 
_ ſaw, we took ſome Sea-mews which dryed in the 
ind and Sun, we eat raw ; In the Crevices of the 
Rocks on the Sea-ſfide we found fome Eggs, and thus 
we had as much as ſerved to keep us from ſtarving ; 
But our thirſt was moſt inſupportable, for having no 
freſh-water but what fell from the Sky, and was left in 
certain pits which time had worn in the Rocks, we 
could not haveit at 2HTeaſons, for the Rock lying low, 
was waſhed -over with the Waves of the Sea ; we 
lived'tn this condition f1x weeks, comforting one ano» 
ther in our common misfortune, till being left alone, 
it began to grow inſupportable to me; for awaking one 
morning, and mit{ing my Companion, I fell into ſuch 
deep deſpair, that I had thoughts of caiting my ſelf | 
headlong into the Sea, I knuw not What became of 
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him, whither deſpair forced him to that extremity, 
or that looking for eggs on the ſteepy ſide of the 
Rock, he might fall into the Sea Iloſt with my com- 
rade the Knife wherewith we killed Sea Dogs, and 
the Mews upon which we lived, fo that not able to 
Kill any more, I was reduced to this Extremity,to get 
out of the Boards of niy Hut a great Nail, which TI 
made ſhift ſo to ſharpen upon the Rock, that it ſerv-= 
ed me for a Knife : The {ameneceflity put me upon 
another Invention, which kept me laſt winter, du- 
ring which, I indured the greateſt miſery imaginable, 
for finding the Lock and my Hut ſo covered with 
Snow, that it was impoſlible forme to get any thing 
abroad, I put out a little ſtick at the Crevice of my 
Hut, and baiting it with a little Sea Dogs fat, I by 
that means got ſome Sea-mews, which I took with 
my hand from under the Snow, and ſo I made a ſhift 
to keep my ſelf from ſtarving; TIlived in this condi- 
tion and ſolitude above Eleven Months, and was re- 
ſolved to end my days init, when God ſent you hi- 
ther 'to deliver me out of the greateſt miſery that ever 
man was in ; The Sea man having ended his diſcourſe, 


| | the Maſter of the Ship treated him ſo well, that 
within a few days, he was quite another Creature, 


he fet him a ſhore at Derry in Ireland, and afterward 
faw him atDublin , where ſuch as had heard what 
had happened to him, gave him wherewithal to re- 
turn into England. Mandelſloes Travels. P. 280. 

XIV. A Ship of Holland being driven againſt her 
{| Will came to a place called Nova Zembla, where the 
$ Pole is elevated ſeventy fix degrees , among many de- 
( lays and\ great dangers ſcarce reached the Orange 
Iſlands ; Where they were ſet faſt in a conſolidated 
| body of continued Ice, which threatned them every 
moment ; at laſt being reduced to their ultimate 
| hope, they reſolve to return the ſame way they came, 
but now they find the Ship quite frozen up, not far 
| from'the ſhore, and thereupon they were forced to

ſhelter for themſelves and their ituft, and by good 
providence the Tyde had thrownup a good quanti- 
ty of Timber, they not knowing trom whence it 
came, Which proved of great advantage to them, 
during their aboad ; Here they had continual Fights 
with Bears, who ſometimes were driven away by 
making great outcryes, other times with ſhooting of 
them, but they found their Fichh unwolſome meat ; 
for in that Countrey the wild Beaſts, or Fiſhes of the 
Sea are food to the wild Beaſts of the Land, the fat 
of the Bears they made ute of to burn for lights in 
the night; At laſt to increaſe their miſery, the Sun 
left them, which was the chief humane benefit they 
had 3 Thus were they ina barren Countrey in dark= 
neſs, and having no company but the wild Beaſts ; 
Vaſt mountains of Snow they with great difficulty were 
forced to remove, leaſt their Habitation ſhould be 
overwhelmed, and if at any time they went forth, 
their jaws were {o benummed, they could ſcarce re- 
cover their former heat z The Bears being in the 
dark, and Qull of fight, did not venture much 
abroad to diſturb them ; but there were a multitude 
of Foxes, which they catcht in Traps, and made of 
them food and Raiment, yet after all this the Al- 
mighty preſerved them, for in the Spring the Ice 
breaking, they goh their Ship again, and failed fafe to 
Amſterdam. Grotins Annals.
